Your Council have pleasure in submitting their Report 
of the work of the Chamber during the past year. 


Knighthood of the President.—At the meeting of the 
Council on the 27th June, Mr. F. A. Aykroyd (Senior 
Vice-President) tendered the congratulations of the 
Council to the President (Sir Henry Whitehead) on the 
distinction of Knighthood which had recently been con- 
ferred upon him by His Majesty, and in doing so stated it 
was the first occasion on which an acting President of the 
Chamber had been honoured since its inception 72 years 
ago. The resolution was seconded by Mr. John Emsley, 
J.P., supported by Mr. H. Sutcliffe Smith, and passed 
with acclamation. 


Sir Henry Whitehead thanked the Council for their 
congratulations and stated that he was convinced that 
the work of the Bradford Chamber had contributed 
largely to the honour, and therefore he took it as 
a compliment to the Chamber as well as a personal 
distinction. 
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ORGANISATION. 


Membership.—During the year 122 new members 
have been elected, and deducting a loss of 59 from 
various causes, a net increase of 63 falls to be recorded. 
On the 3lst December, 1922, the membership of the 
Chamber comprised 2 Life Members, 8 Honorary 
Members, and 1,270 Ordinary Members, making a grand 
total-or 1,280: 


Whilst the membership of the Chamber continues to 
increase from year to year there are still a large number 
of firms in Bradford who have not yet allied themselves 
to the Chamber.

All the appli- 
cants were ex-service men who had suffered severely in 
the war and who had been more or less disabled as a 
result, and he made a most earnest appeal to all employers 
to find some kind of employment for these men. 
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Re-organisation of the Chamber.—Referring to the 
article in the Annual Report for 1921 on this subject, 
pp. 38-9, on the 24th February a Conference was held 
between representatives of the Chamber and of the 
various Trade Federations with a view to avoiding 
duplication of meetings and work and of co-ordinating 
the activities of the various Trade Federations and of the 
Chamber. The suggestions of the President of the 
Chamber received general approval and a Committee was 
appointed to consider and draw up a definite scheme. 


This Committee met on the 7th Aprileangeae 
October and considered a scheme whereby the various 
Federations could co-operate with the Chamber without 
in any way interfering with their legitimate individual 
sphere of work.

In connection with this subject the urgent necessity 
for larger premises to enable the work of the Chamber 
to be carried on in a more satisfactory manner than is 
possible under the present cramped conditions has 
occupied the attention of the President and Officers 
throughout the year. In the month of October a definite 
offer of more commodious premises was made and 
considered at a Special Meeting of the Council on 
the 12th October, when, however, the offer was rejected 
on account of the large amount of rent demanded, the 
Council being of opinion that the Chamber should 
seriously consider the desirability of erecting a building 
of its own. 


At the Council Meeting on the 19th December, the 
offer of enlarged accommodation in another building was 
submitted, and a Special Committee was appointed to con- 
sider same. 


Monthly Journal.—The Monthly Journal of the 
Chamber has maintained throughout the year its pre- 
eminence among publications of its class. By making 
known the activities of the Chamber to a wide circle of 
readers at home and abroad, it helps materially to increase 
the prestige of the Chamber and of the city as a com- 
mercial centre. Information of value to the members and 
to those especially who are engaged in the wool-textile 
trade is published in a concise and readable form, and a 
detailed index increases the value of the volumes for 
purposes of reference. The articles on commercial and 
economic subjects published in the Journal are frequently 
quoted by newspapers at home and abroad, and the 
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Journal is now generally recognised as the authentic 
organ of the wool-textile trade. A feature recently added 
is a series of graphs and index-numbers, designed to show 
at a glance the course of the wool-textile trade in 
relation to the general economic position of the country. 


Loss by Death.—Your Council have to report with 
regret the great loss the Chamber and the trade of 
Bradford have sustained by the death of Mr. Henry 
Ayrton, who was a member of the Council for over 15 
years. 


Arbitrations.—During the past year the Chamber has 
been active in undertaking cases submitted to it for settle- 
ment by Arbitration and 34 cases have been dealt with, 
as compared with 69 in the previous year. 


Some of these cases have been extremely complicated 
and have bristled with difficulties which could only be 
satisfactorily dealt with by a trained business man or an 
expert in the trade, but .in.all cases) the serviceanoaeae 
Arbitrators have been readily and unhesitatingly given. 


The Chamber therefore extends its gratitude to the 
following gentlemen, who have ungrudgingly given their 
services and the benefit of their extensive business

It is pleasing to record that the trading community 
appreciates the efficiency of the Chamber’s Arbitration 
System and its close association with the essentials of 
business, viz., quickness of action coupled with efficiency, 
reliability and economy. | 


Additional proof of the facilities available for the 
settlement by this Chamber of disputes with exporters on 
the readiness with which overseas buyers consent to the 
settlement by. this Chamber of disputes with exporters on 
this side. 
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The expenses of Arbitration having substantially 
increased, it was decided to alter No. 12 of the Arbitration 
Rules, enabling the Committee to charge a higher fee 
than £3 3s. where necessary. 


® 
During the year the International Chamber of 
Commerce, who had appointed a Special Committee for 
the purpose, on which the Bradford Chamber was repre- 
sented by Mr. J. H. C. Hodgson, evolved a scheme of 
International Arbitration, compiled a set of Rules, and 
established a Court of International Arbitration. 


At the meeting of the Council held 26th September a 
letter was received from the International Chamber of 
Commerce, inviting -the President of the Bradford 
Chamber to be a member of this International Court, and 
this was unanimously agreed to. 


At the meeting of the Council held 31st October, a 
copy of the Rules of the International Court was sub- 
mitted, and Mr. Hodgson reported to the Council fully 
on the steps which had been taken which ended in this 
satisfactory result. 


The International Chamber has communicated to the 
various National Committees a request to endeavour to 
secure that Awards made in one country should be 
accepted and enforceable in other countries. 


Vocal Crade Matters. 


Marking of Sheep.—At a meeting of the Council held 
26th September, an expert report received from a member 
showed that some tops which had been examined by that 
expert contained foreign matter, viz., red paint. Not- 
withstanding the many protests issued by the Chamber in 
past years as'‘to the use of tar, paint, and other insoluble 
marking stuffs, the trouble still existed, and the matter 
was accordingly referred to a representative Committee.

At a meeting of this Special Committee on the 13th 
October, the matter was discussed at length, when it was 
stated that the British Research Association for the 
Woollen and Worsted Industries were conducting experi- 
ments, but so far had not been able to recommend any 
special marking material. This meeting was attended by 
a chemical expert from Bury, who claimed to have 
discovered a material for marking sheep which was 
soluble in the wool washing process. This material was 
being tried on 50 sheep in the South of Scotland, and it 
was arranged that when these sheep were shorn the 
fleeces should be sent to Bradford for testing purposes. 
The evils of tar-marking had been amply demonstrated at 
a meeting of the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce some time ago, when a resolution protesting 
against the use of tar was adopted. 


The attention of the Governments of all the wool 
producing countries had been called to the matter. 


Weight of Cloth.—At a meeting of the Council held 
25th April, attention was called to a case heard at the 
Leeds Assizes in April (Standeven v. Hymans) when 
evidence was given by Professor A. F. Barker to the 
effect that ‘‘the weight of cloth was calculated within 
the lists or selvedges,’’ and that this was the usual 
custom of the trade. This statement created widespread 
consternation in the woollen and worsted trades, as it 
was absolutely contrary to the prevailing custom. In 
consequence, the President of the Chamber (Sir Henry 
Whitehead) received numerous protests, and convened 
special meetings of the Council of the Chamber on 5th 
and 16th May for the purpose of refuting the above 
evidence. These meetings were attended by the leading 
manufacturers and merchants of Bradford and district, as 
well as representatives of the Halifax and Huddersfield 
Chambers of Commerce. 
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The individual experience of these gentlemen 
extended over periods varying from twenty to sixty years 
in the trade. The opinion, without a single exception, 
was definitely expressed that the evidence given was 
entirely incorrect, and not in accordance with the 
acknowledged custom. The following resolution was 
therefore unanimously passed on 16th May :— 

The Bradford Chamber of Commerce having had before 
them certain evidence given in the Standeven v. Hymans 
case at the Leeds Assizes on Ist to 8th April, 1922, hereby 
unanimously declare :— 

(a) That the weight of woollen and worsted cloth for men’s 
wear is calculated per yard over the full width, 
including lists or selvedges, and 

(b) That this is: the universally recognised custom and 
practice of the trade. | 


Professor Barker had adopted certain methods over a 
lengthy period which he had construed into being a 
custom of the trade. 


The following letter, however, clears up the matter 
to the satisfaction of the Chamber : —

Since the meeting of your Council held on Friday, 5th 
May, I have considered the points which were raised in 
discussion, and have read again the shorthand report of the 
evidence which I gave on 5th April in connection with the 
above case. 

I am now convinced by the evidence: brought forward by . 
your members and others that the ordinary trade custom is 
to calculate the weight per yard of the piece including the 
lists or selvedges, although by trade custom the width is 
stated within lists or selvedges.

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Employment of the Blind.—At the Council Meeting 
Meld 28th November, Mr.’ W. He Tate) Ps and or. 
John A. Hill attended as a Deputation from the Royal 
Institution for the Blind to solicit the help of members of 
the Chamber in providing work for those partially or 
totally blind. Mr. Tate appealed to the members to see 
if there were not some occupations of an automatic 
character which partially blind persons might fill. Mr. 
Tate’s appeal was received most sympathetically, and the 
matter was referred to a Special Committee consisting of 
the Officers of the Chamber and the Presidents of the 
Trade Federations. 


_ This Committee had a long conference with Mr. Tate 
and with Mr. W. Priestley, Manager of the Blind 
Institute, on the 18th December, when the opinion was 
expressed that neither blind nor partially blind persons 
could be employed where there was machinery, as it 
would be too dangerous. Several suggestions were 
made, such as that one blind or semi-blind person might 
be employed in packing wool or noils along with, say, 
two or three seeing persons, and the making of several 
materials was also suggested as a probable means of 
employing such persons, such as the making of wool 
sheets from jute, the making of nail bags from old 
sheets, and also the making of leather goods. 


Mr. Tate thanked the Committee for the suggestions 
made, which would receive their careful consideration. 


Fire Insurance.—At the meeting of the Council held 
25th July, the question of Fire Insurance on warehouses 
was raised and a Special Committee appointed to deal 
with the matter. On the 29th August the Committee held 
a Conference with representatives of the Insurance 
Companies, when the following points were discussed : — 

C 
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1. Removal of surcharge at present existing amounting 
from 20 per cent. to 50 per cent. 


2. A distinction should be made in the rate for buildings 
and for contents (the same rate for both is considered 
inequitable). 


3. A comprehensive policy should be established. 
4. A ‘‘ free from average ”’ policy advocated. 


5. ‘* Waste’’ in worsted spinning mills should not justify 
a higher rate. 
Each warehouse ought to be rated on its own basis. 


7. A rebate should be allowed for appliances. 


The following points were also brought up:— 


) 


(a) The charge for a “‘ teasing ’’ room is £7 10s) perecemt., 
and the Companies insist upon having such a machine 
in a separate room which must be fire proof and entirely 
disconnected with the remainder of the factory. 


(b) The excellency and efficiency of the Bradford Fire 
Brigade should be pointed out and for this very high 
rates were paid, which assists considerably the Fire 
Insurance Companies. 


(c) It was also decided to point out that Bradford has an 
extreme high pressure of water. 


The Insurance Companies stated that the rates were based 
on the average risks incurred by the Insurance Companies 
over a number of years, and during recent years they had 
had some very heavy losses. In support of this they sub- 
mitted certain figyres, some of which, however, were only 
estimates. It was finally decided to hold a further con- 
ference, and in the meantime the Insurance Companies 
were to get out the actual figures representing the 
premiums and losses during the past seven years. The 
Committee circularised the members of the Chamber 
asking the amount of premiums paid by them to the 
Insurance Companies and the amount of the losses (if 
any) paid by the Insurance Companies. 
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Foreign and Colonial Grade and 
Gariit Matters. 


1.—TARIFFS. 

General.—The revision of Import Duties by Foreign 
Governments has been an outstanding feature of the year. 
It was obvious that manufacturers in certain foreign 
countries were using every available means to stop the 
importation not only of fully-manufactured goods but also 
of semi-manufactured articles, and even in some cases 
raw materials. 


bnew ocnérausgosition became, so. acute that:. the 
Bradford Chamber, supported by the Cleckheaton, 
Piaiiia. and setinddersheld:’. Chambers, ‘placed the 
following resolution on the programme of the annual 
meeting of the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce, held in London, on 4th and 5th April : — 


‘‘ That the Association of British Chambers of Commerce 
views with alarm the number of countries who are increasing 
their tariffs and so raising gn insurmountable wall to 
British trade, for it is only through our exports that we can 
pay for the necessary commodities of life. 


‘‘ They strongly urge upon His Majesty’s Government 
the vital necessity of negotiating for a more reasonable 
treatment of our exports by importing countries.’’ 


This resolution was carried unanimously, which 
proved that the question was not of a local but of a 
national character, and that the action of Foreign 
Governments in establishing such excessive rates was not 
conducive to the strengthening of international trade or 
the cementing of cordial international relations. 


American’ Tariff.—This Tariff succeeded the 
Emergency Tariff, and of course relieved the tension of 
uncertainty as to what the new duties would be. 
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Raw materials benefited to the extent of a reduction 
from 45 cents to 31 cents per pound, but yarns and woven 
fabrics were not so fortunate, the duty on the latter being 
very heavy indeed. 


The statistics issued by the American Consul in 
Bradford since October prove that the tariff has not been 
at all favourable to exporters of fabrics from this 
district. 


Chilean Tariff.—The Board of Trade wrote to the 
Chamber in November intimating that there was some 
possibility of the Chilean Government affecting a revision 
of the Customs duties levied on goods imported into 
Chile. (It will be remembered that the duties on wool 
eoods entering Chile were increased by 50 per cent. under 
the Law of the 23rd February, 1921.) 


The Board of Trade asked for observations from this 
Chamber so far as woollen and worsted goods were con- 
cerned and stated that representations should be confined 
to cases of genuine hardships and should be supported by 
arguments for the revision of duties which were likely 
to weigh with the Chilean Government. 


The Chamber consulted those firms interested in the 
Chilean market, and the following reply was sent to the 
Boardyo. ylrade.: —

With further reference to your letter of the 3rd instant 
(No. 4147/22) I have to thank you for the opportunity you 
have afforded this Chamber of expressing, on behalf of 
‘Traders interested in the Chilean market, its views on the ’ 
Rates and Classification of the Chilean Tariff. 
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Concerning your specific request to be furnished with 
information relating to cases of genuine hardship resulting 
trum the last 50 per cent. increase in the import duties on 
woollen goods, I have to remind you that in consequence of 
abnormal trading conditions during the past two years, any 
information of this type would be unreliable and not a fair 
index as to the actual effect of such increase. 


I am therefore to draw your attention to one or two 
particular points in the Tariff which adversely affect the 
Bradford trade :— 


1, /tems No. 910-12.—Tissues not specially mentioned :— 
Wool or Wool and Cotton.

In consequence of the classification being up to 250 
grammes per square metre cloths weighing 12 to 13 ounces 
come under this category. Such cloths (which of course 
weigh under 250 grammes) are the most suitable for men’s 
wear for such a climate as prevails in Chile. The particular 
cloths this classification affects most, however, are ladies’ 
dress materials, which weigh between 8 to 10 ozs., which 
are 1n any case much under 250 grs., and in consequence 
of the high rate of duty the measure of import is greatly 
restricted. 


This is especially noticeable in Item 911 whereunder 
tissues containing silk in a proportion of not more than 3 
per cent. and weighing under 250 grammes have to pay at 
present $9.60 per kilo, nett, which duty is almost prohibi- 
tive. Cloths with a similar proportion of Silk (or Art 
Silk) had a good demand in Chile, but owing to the excessive 
rate this demand has almost ceased. 


A percentage of Silk up to 3 per cent. is altogether inade- 
quate, and should be increased to 5 per cent. There is 
really no reason why the extra 2 per cent. should not be 
allowed, as it is only with very careful examination that 
the difference can be ascertained. 
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One other point of importance is the category relating 
to ‘‘ Silk or imitations thereof.” This wording is too 
ambiguous, and leaves it at the discretion of the Custom 
Officials to say what is an imitation Silk. It also creates 
an amount of uncertainty amongst exporters who are con- 
stantly in fear of a cloth which, in the trade here, is most 
certainly outside the silk category but which, under the 
above heading, may be classed as an imitation silk fabric, 
and thus the exporter would be mulcted in a very heavy duty 
for which provision had not been made, and which would 
not be justified on technical grounds. 


I am therefore desired to urge upon H.M. Government 
that they should press for :— 


1. An alteration in the classification as follows :— 


a. Up to 200 grammes. 
b. More than 200 grammes. 


2. Silk in a proportion of not more than 5 per cent. 


3. Silk including art silk (this is in substitution of silk or 
imitation thereof). 


The last alteration would bring the stipulation into line 
with all other Tariffs. ri 


If the Government are successful in obtaining the above 
modifications of the Tariff, they will have done much to 
alleviate the difficulties at present facing exporters here and 
to increase the value of trade between the two countries.

Up to the end of the year it was not known when the 
new Tariff rates would come into operation nor what 
exactly those rates would be. 
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Cuban Tariff.—In the month of July the Chamber 
received a communication from the Board of Trade 
(Commercial Relations and Treaties Dept.) forwarding 
proposed revisions of the Customs Tafiff of Cuba. Two 
projects had been before the Cuban Congress. No. 1, 
which had been considered by the Cuban Congress since 
1918, embodied an entirely new classification of mer- 
chandise and introduced a new system of specific duties 
in two columns, one the maximum and the other the 
minimum rates. The maximum rates would apparently 
be enforced against countries which treated Cuban 
products unfavourably. 


Project No. 2, which was the work of a Commission 
nominated by the Cuban Government appointed in 1921, 
proposed to maintain the general lines of the classification 
of the existing tariff, but raised the duties which are on 
an ad valorem basis. 


The Chamber called together gentlemen familiar with 
the Cuban market, who carefully examined the details of 
the two projects and unanimously decided in favour of 
the retention of the ad valorem system. 


The following letter was accordingly forwarded to the 
Board of Trade :—

Cuban Customs Tariff 

With further reference to your letter of the 20th ulto. 
relative to the proposed new Cuban Tariff, I am directed to 
inform you that same has received the careful consideration 
of traders interested in the Cuban market, and they are 
unanimous in expressing a decision in favour of Project 
Noe. 2. In this respect they disagree with the opinion 
expressed by Mr. Haggard in the fourth paragraph of your 
communication, and do so for the very good reason that it 
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would facilitate doubts and anomalies as regards classifica- 
tion rather than eliminate them. Project No. 1, if adopted, 
would lead to endless trouble and complications in the 
counting of threads, weight, etc., and the assessment of 
duties would lead to difficulties which would be decidedly 
against the exporters here and importers in Cuba. Project 
No. 2, which is based on the present classification, is much 
more simple and confined. 


Nos. 146 and 147 of the Tariff are the items which most 
vitally affect Bradford, and the increases under Project No. 
2 (compared with the present tariff) are not exorbitant, but 
when compared with Nos. 254 and 255 of the Tariff under 
Project No. 1 the increases would be enormous, as is illus- 
trated on the attached specimen invoices. The calculations 
of the amounts payable are based on the 45 per cent. ad 
valorem under Project No. 2, and on the specific rates 
appearing in Project No. 1, items Nos. 254 and 255. The 
differences will be seen to vary from 50 per cent. to 100 per 
cent., which could not be borne by the Cuban importer, and 
consequently the valuable trade which is at present carried 
on would materially decrease. The Cuban Authorities 
would therfore lose an enormous amount of revenue which 
they at present realise from imports of this description, and 
as is well known there are no Cuban manufacturers whom 
it is necessary to protect. 


I am also instructed to call your special attention to the 
fact that Bradford exporters have been compelled to make 
huge concessions to Cuban customers during the past 12 
months in consequence of their refusal to take up goods at 
contract prices, thus assisting the Cubans in passing through 
a very difficult period. 


I am also to point out that British exporters are at a 
decided disadvantage in competing with American 
exporters, inasmuch as the latter are granted 40 per cent. 
preference on imports of textiles into Cuba. 


In reply to the last paragraph of your letter, I might 
state that the quantity of wool piece goods containing silk 
exported, to Cuba is very small indeed, and that such piece 
goods would not contain more than 3 per cent. to 5 per cent. 
of silk, which, in the strong opinion of this Chamber, is not 
considered sufficient to transfer the classification to the silk 
category. 
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I am directed to urge upon the Board of Trade the vital 
necessity of the strongest possible measures being taken in 
the interests of traders here and importers in Cuba to press 
for the retention of the ad valorem classification.

The arguments set out in the above letter are being 
employed by the Board of Trade in the negotiations which 
are proceeding. ‘ 


Italian Tariff.—This Tariff has been somewhat slightly 
altered during the year to the advantage of exporters 
here. 


Negotiations were entered into between France and 
Italy for the establishment of a new Commercial Treaty, 
and in the month of November these negotiations were 
concluded, which gave to certain classes of goods of 
French origin the right to enter Italy at preferential rates. 
Such preferential rates are automatically accorded to 
goods of British origin on the basis of a clause in the 
Anglo-Italian Commercial Treaty. 


Certain classes of tissues of wool weighing up to 150 
grammes per square metre and 150 grammes to 350 
grammes enter now at slightly reduced rates. 


Early in the year the Chamber was requested by the 
Association of British Chambers of. Commerce to send two 
Representatives to consult with Sir Sydney Chapman, 
Permanent Secretary of the Board of Trade, with regard 
to the new Italian Tariff, and the representations which 
His Majesty’s Government were making in cases in which 
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the new Tariff involved an application of duties which are 
not only high in themselves but very substantially greater 
in comparison to the value of the goods than the rates in 
force before the War. Mr. H. E. Herbert (representing 
the wool, top, and yarn sections) and Mr. Wm. Wright 
(representing the piece section) were elected the Chamber’s 
representatives, and these gentlemen attended a Confer- 
ence at the Board of Trade, and put forward a strong 
case for a reduction of duties on Bradford goods. 


A meeting of Members interested in the Italian 
market was held in May, to consider the advisability of 
sending a Special Deputation to Rome to interview the 
Italian authorities in the interests of Bradford trade, as it 
was thought that a deeper impression would be made on 
the minds of the Italian Government regarding the inci- 
dence of the Tariff Items affecting Bradford, and a clearer 
case could be presented by those who were familiar with 
all the details. | 


A meeting of Traders unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion in favour of such a Deputation being sent, and 
Members were asked to guarantee the sum of £5 Os. Od. 
each towards the expenses. Guarantees were given but, 
in consequence of reliable information received by the 
Chamber, it has not been considered advisable for the 
Delegation to go forward for the time being. 


So soon as an opportune time does arrive the Dele- 
gation will proceed to Italy, and every effort will be made 
to secure adequate reductions where these are considered 
necessary. 


Spanish Tariff.—In connection with the Spanish Tariff 
the Chamber can certainly point to successful work in 
obtaining reductions in rates so far as Bradford textiles 
are concerned. 
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Increases were contemplated for some considerable 
time, and in order that the Board of Trade might be 
furnished with the best and most effective arguments 
against inordinate increases the two representatives of the 
Bradford Chamber who were appointed on a Special Con- 
sultative Committee (viz., Mr. D. Hamilton to speak on 
behalf of the Wool, Waste, Top and Yarn Sections, and 
Mr. John Burnham on behalf of the Piece Goods Section) 
gave the British Government officials a very clear insight 
into the Bradford case. The new ‘Tariff came into 
operation on the 16th February, and was published in the 
March issue of the Chamber’s Monthly Journal. 


From that date a period of three months was allowed 
during which the Spanish Government would consider 
proposals with respect to any item, and a Decree was 
issued on the 22nd April which authorised concessions 
not exceeding 20 per cent. of the duties under the Tariff 
of the 16th February to any country which granted 
equivalent advantages to Spanish products. 


The Chamber early submitted an urgent request to the 
Board of Trade to make special efforts to secure reduc- 
tions of the duties on yarns and textiles, and also to press 
for a separate classification of camel hair and other hair 
yarns, and for a lower duty on such yarns than that now 
charged. 


Whe Board of Tradé “in reply stated. that -all: the 
arguments advanced by the Chamber were being strongly 
impressed upon the Spanish authorities in the diplomatic 
negotiations which were proceeding, and every effort was 
being made by our own Government to secure their 
adoption. 


On the 6th November the Anglo-Spanish Treaty came 
into operation, and it was gratifying to note that in

several instances reductions in duties have been made on 
goods in which Bradford is notably interested, and the 
Chamber can rightly claim a share of the credit for these 
reductions in consequence of the efforts made both by 
correspondence and through its own official representa- 
tives. 


2.—PRE-WAR AND POST-WAR DEBTS. 


Austrian.— The question of pre-war debts owing 
by Austrian debtors to Bradford traders continued 
to receive the attention of the Chamber through- 
out the year. At a meeting of Austrian traders on the 
12th October, particulars of a proposal which had been 
made by the Association of Austrian Banks for the settle- 
ment of their outstandings on the basis of a payment in 
sterling of 10 per cent. of the sterling equivalent at the 
pre-war rate of exchange, plus simple interest at 3 per 
cent., payable in two instalments, was submitted, and 
also an intimation that the Administrator of Austrian 
Property in this country proposed to pay out of the 
Austrian funds a first dividend about the end of March, 
1923, of about 2s. in the £, when the whole question was 
remitted to a Committee for consideration, and to 
arrange, if considered desirable, a deputation to the 
Administrator on the subject. 


Towards the end of the year the Chamber was informed 
that Austrian debtors in that portion of the late Austrian 
Empire conceded to Italy claimed to be entitled to pay 
their pre-war debts on the basis of 56.78 lire per 100 
kronen being the rate fixed by the Italian Government for 
the conversion of Austrian currency formerly circulating 
in the territory in question into Italian currency. No 
official decision in the matter was obtainable, and the 
question seemed, therefore, one for mutual settlement 
between debtors and creditors. 
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Bulgarian.—The question of Bulgarian pre-war 
debts received the attention of the Chamber through- 
out the year and correspondence on the _ subject 
was constantly exchanged between the Accepting 
Houses Committee, in London, the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, and the London, Manchester 
and Bradford Chambers. At a meeting of the Council on . 
the 30th May a letter from the Administrator of 
Bulgarian Property (Enemy Debts Clearing Office) was 
read, intimating that he had failed to induce the Bulgarian 
Government to rescind the law requiring Bulgarian 
Nationals to refund to their Government any sums paid 
on their account out of the proceeds of Bulgarian 
property in this country, and that unless satisfactory 
arrangements were reached before 31st May he proposed 
to realise and distribute the assets in this country. 


On the 21st June, a Conference of Bulgarian creditors 
was held at the British Clearing Office, when creditors 
were advised to appeal to the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal 
and obtain a decree which would enable them to partici- 
pate in the realisation of Bulgarian assets in this country. 
The Administrator anticipated that he would be able to 
pay a first dividend of 10s. in the £ about the end of 
December, 1922. 


Czecho-Slovakian.—This question has also received 
the careful consideration of the Chamber throughout the 
year. 


At a meeting of the Council on the 25th April, the 
President reported an interview he had had with the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Department of Overseas 
Trade (Sir Philip Lloyd Greame), who promised 
tos inake | etiquiries on’ the. subject. ~The opinion 
prevailed in Bradford that Czecho-Slovakian debtors 
were quite able to pay their pre-war debts, and 
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that having regard to the favourable position in which 
these previous’ enemies of the country had been placed, 
more consideration should have been given by them to 
the question of discharging their pre-war liabilities. 
The British Government were blamed for not bringing 
greater pressure to bear upon them toward this end. 


At a meeting of Czecho-Slovakian traders on the 17th 
October a Special Committee was appointed to consider 
the whole question. A meeting of this Committee was 
held on the 5th December, and was attended by Mr. 
Rudolf Teltscher, Vice-Chairman of the Textile Manu- 
facturers’ Association of Reichenberg and Chairman of 
the Committee of traders appointed to deal with pre-war 
debts, established at Prague. After a lengthy discussion 
the following proposals were unanimously agreed to, and 
Mr. Teltscher undertook to endeavour to get the debtors 
on the other side to agree to same: — 


1. Sterling Debts. The payment of these shall be effected 
in ten equal instalments due half-yearly dating from Ist 
January, 1923, so that the first payment would fall due 
on 30th June, 1923, and the tenth and final payment on 
the 3lst December, 1927. Interest on the total amount 
at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum shall be calculated 
from the 28th October, 1918, and shall be added to each 
payment in accordance with the outstanding balance. 
Accepted bills to be given by the debtors to represent 
the ten instalments due in accordance with the foregoing 
proposition. 


2. (a) Debts in Kronen or Marks. All invoices which 
were due for payment before the war, and which 
remained unpaid through the failure of the debtors 
to fulfil their engagements in accordance with 
contract, must now be paid at the pre-war rate of 
exchange which the English creditor would have 
obtained if the accounts had been paid when due. 
The amount of the debts in kronen or marks will 
therefore have to be transformed into English cur- 
rency at the exchange of the original date, and the 
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amount thus ascertained in English currency will 
be treated on the same basis as the sterling 
accounts aforementioned. 


(6) The accounts which became due during the War 
period, and which could not then be paid owing 
to Government prohibition, must now be paid at 
the rate of exchange available at the time when it 
first became possible to transfer the money to > 
England. The Ist of March, 1919, is agreed as 
the proper date to be fixed for this purpose on 
which date the rates of exchange were about 72 
kronen per pound and 45 marks per pound. The 
amount in pounds sterling thus ascertained shall 
be treated as a sterling debt in accordance with 
the aforementioned proposition. 


With regard to Sterling Debts for small amounts, say, 
below £150, it was recommended that these should be 
paid without delay. 


German Treuhainder Debts.—Referring to the para- 
graph in the Annual Report for 1921 (pp. 50/2) a long 
list of debts owing to Bradford and West Riding Traders 
was sent up to the Controller of the British Clearing 
Office (Enemy Debts), and at the Council Meeting on the 
3ist January a letter was read from the Controller stating 
that the list had been forwarded to Berlin, with a request 
for immediate payment. 


At the meeting of the Council on the 27th June a 
further letter was received from the Controller enclosing 
the list of debts with precise particulars showing how each 
item stood, from which it appeared that a number were 
still outstanding, some of the amounts being contested. 
A considerable number of the debts were paid during the 
course of the year, as the result of the pressure brought 
to bear by the Chamber on the Clearing Office. 


Grecian.— During the year numerous complaints were 
received from members that they were unable to obtain 
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remittances from Greece in respect of goods delivered, on 
account of the prohibition of the export of money by the 
Greek Government. 


Communications were addressed to the Board of 
Trade and also to the British Chamber of Commerce for 
Greece at Athens, and at the meeting of the Council on 
the 31st October an intimation was made showing 
that the Consortium of Banks in Greece had been 
abolished, and that foreign exchange could be purchased 
in the open market. The President remarked that this 
was a pleasing result of efforts which had been made by 
the Chamber through His Majesty’s Government and the 
British Chamber of Commerce for Greece. 


Polish.—At a meeting of the Council on the 25th 
July,...a report: was’ submitted> of ea “Contereq.. 
which had recently been held in London, at which 
arrangements for the settlement of their pre-war 
debts had been come to between representatives of the 
Polish Cotton Manufacturers and the London Accepting 
Houses on certain terms. In the month of September a 
Deputation of Bradford traders visited Poland and dis- 
cussed with the Polish debtors to Bradford traders the 
terms on which their pre-war debts could be discharged. 
At, a meeting: of Bradford creditors held on the 20th 
October, the Deputation reported that they had pro- 
visionally, on behalf of Bradford traders, entered into an 
agreement with representatives of the Polish debtors fo 
discharge their pre-war debts on certain terms. The 
terms of this agreement were reviewed seriatum and con- 
firmed. 


Roumanian.—At a meeting of Roumanian traders 
held on the 17th November, a _ proposed scheme 
for the payment of debts outstanding, put for- 
ward by the debtors through His Majesty’s Com- 
mercial Secretary at Bucharest and the Board of Trade, 
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for the discharge of these debts over a period of 8 years, 
was considered. This proposal was rejected and a Special 
Committee appointed to co-operate with the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce on the subject. 


On the 6th December, this Committtee attended a 
meeting of Manchester creditors, when the question was 
again discussed. At this meeting, Mr. A. A. Adams, His 
Majesty’s Commercial Secretary at Bucharest, delivered 
an address explaining the present economic position in 
Roumania. It had previously been intimated that a Dele- 
gation from Roumania, consisting of some of the leading 
debtors, was coming over to this country. Up to the close 
of the year no information had been received as to the 
date when this Delegation would visit either Manchester 
or Bradford. 


At the Council Meeting on the 19th December, the 
question of these Roumanian debts was discussed, when 
the following resolution was unanimously adopted : — 


‘‘ This meeting of Roumanian traders is unanimously of 
opinion that no further new business should be done with 
Roumanian buyers until the delegation now in this country 
have made a satisfactory settlement with their English 
creditors for the liquidation of their debts.’’ 


At a meeting of Roumanian traders held on the 21st 
December, the same resolution was also adopted. 


Serbian.—At a meeting of Serbian traders held 
on the 27th February, a scheme put forward with 
a view to a settlement of these debts was discussed 
and rejected, the members present contending that the 
scheme was impracticable, and that individual traders 
could effect more satisfactory settlements privately. It 
was also suggested that if Serbia proposed legislation to 
sanction the scheme referred to the Government should be 
asked to withhold the benefit of the Export Credits 
Scheme so far as Serbia was concerned.

3.—GENERAL TRADE MATTERS. 


AMERICA. 


Mercantile Marine Bill.—At the Council Meeting on 
the 27th June, attention was called to the American 
Mercantile Marine Bill, which, if adopted, would 
mean that all goods imported into the States 
in ships other than those flying the American 
flag would have to pay higher dock charges 
and increased import duties than those goods imported 
in American ships. It was decided to communicate with 
the New York State Chamber of Commerce on the 
subject. 


Cancellations.—Referring to the Annual Report for 
1921, pp. 64-6, further progress has been made. 
At the beginning of the year 32 cases had@epeen 
submitted to New York, while during the year 8 
new cases were forwarded. The results of the negotia- 
tions are that 28 cases have been amicably settled and 
disposed of, leaving a balance of 12 cases. In 7 of these 
12, unfortunately, all efforts to arrive at a compromise 
have been unavailing and law suits have been commenced, 
the parties in the United States refusing Mr. Bern- 
heimer’s offers of either conciliation or arbitration. It 
is generally felt, however, that these cases will again be 
the subject of mediation in the near future. 


One striking feature of the year was the readiness 
with which the New York Law Courts recagnised 
arbitration. In two instances of our cases being listed for 
hearing in New York, and where an arbitration clause 
had been inserted in the original contract, the Judge 
immediately made an order for the cases to be disposed 
of by arbitration, and the Court appointed an arbitrator. 
One of the cases has since been amicably settled, while 
an offer of compromise has been made in the other. 
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Mention must again be made of the continued 
assistance rendered by Mr. Charles L. Bernheimer and 
his Committee in New York, and the hearty thanks of the 
Chamber and of its members are accorded them for their 
whole-hearted endeavours to effect settlements. Such 
friendly co-operation and relationship is a happy augury 
for further mutual assistance between the two Chambers. 
Mir). ti; €. Hodgson, on this side, has spent con- 
siderable time in working up the cases, and though ill- 
health unfortunately caused him to temporarily suspend 
his work, he has always been ready to render every 
assistance possible, and to him also the thanks of the 
Chamber are accorded. 


Bethe meeting of the Council held 25th July, Sir 
Wy Ser be Pinestiey |.P. reported upon his visit to. the 
New York State Chamber of Commerce, where he inter- 
viewed two members of the Arbitration Committee of 
that Chamber. Mr. Charles L. Bernheimer, the Chair- 
man of that Committee, was unfortunately away at the 
time, and Sir William stated that the New York State 
Chamber held a very high opinion of the work of the 
Bradford Chamber in connection with the various cases 
which had been dealt with by the two Chambers, and 
were using their best endeavours to secure the establish- 
ment of arbitration as a means of settlement of all com- 

mercial disputes, whether local or international. 


With a view to this end the New York State Chamber 
had communicated with the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce in this country. 


CANADA. 


Complaints of Bradford Goods.—At the meeting of 
the Council on the 27th June, attention .was. called 
to an a article. which*., appeared in.; the’ “‘ Toronto 
Star,’’ pointing out that Canadian importers had 
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justification for numerous complaints against goods 
received from Bradford in consequence of narrow 
widths, shadiness, etc. The Department of Over- 
seas Trade, in forwarding this article, also gave 
some comments by His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioner in which it was complained of slowness in 
delivery of orders placed with the United Kingdom. A. 
reply had been forwarded to the Department of Overseas 
Trade maintaining that the Canadians were not justified 
in their complaints either as to delivery, width or shade 
of the goods. On the other hand, Bradford exporters 
had experienced great difficulty owing to the uncertainty 
of the financial position in Canada. Trade had received 
a severe blow in the numerous cancellations of contracts, 
and little or no effort appeared to have been made by 
Canadian importers to fulfil their obligations to take the 
goods ordered, or to compensate the exporters here for 
the losses sustained. Then again, further difficulties had 
been experienced owing to the operations of Clauses 88 
and 89 of the Canadian Bank Act, resulting in heavy 
losses to the exporters of this country. Some Canadian 
exporters had apparently resorted to foreign markets, but 
the treatment they had received had not warranted a 
repetition of the experiment. 


Bank <Act.—Numerous complaints having been 
received from members of the Chamber of the hypotheca- 
tion by Canadian Banks of goods which had not been 
paid for by the Canadian importer, this hypothecation 
giving to the Canadian banks an undue preference’ over 
other creditors, to the serious detriment of exporters in 
this country, a meeting of members interested in trade 
with Canada was held on the 21st April, when a resolution 
was passed strongly urging an amendment of the Bank 
Act when it comes up for revision during the current 
year. A resolution was also unanimously adopted by 
the Council at its meeting on the 25th April. 
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On the 9th June, an influential deputation, comprising 
representatives from the Huddersfield, Leeds, Leicester, 
Nottingham, and Bradford Chambers, and also the Asso- 
ciation of British Chambers of Commerce, waited on the 
Hon. Peter C. Larkin, High Commissioner for Canada, 
in London. The London and Manchester Chambers 
were in complete accord with the Chambers named in 
regard to this matter, but unfortunately were unable to 
be represented at the interview. The Bradford Chamber 
was represented by the President (Sir Henry Whitehead, 
Jibs jeand Sir Francis Watson, J.P: 


The President headed the Deputation, and explained 
to the High Commissioner the position in which exporters 
in this country were placed in consequence of the banks 
taking advantage of the provisions of the Canadian 
Banking Act. The High Commissioner received 
the Deputation most cordially and sympathetically, 
and asked the Chamber to put the views of the 
Deputation in a letter suggesting the assimilation 
of the Canadian Banking Law to that of England, 
when he would be pleased to forward the letter 
to his Government, with a recommendation in favour of 
this suggestion. He further suggested that it would be 
a distinct advantage if, when the Canadian Parliamentary 
Committee were considering the revision of the Act, the 
Chambers concerned could send over a representative to 
Canada to be heard before that Committee. 


Accordingly, the following letter was addressed to the 
High Commissioner : — 


Exchange Buildings, Bradford, 
26th June, 1922. 
Sir, 
Canadian Bank Act. 
With reference to the deputation you so kindly received 
on the 9th instant from the Bradford, Huddersfield, Leeds, 
Leicester, and Nottingham Chambers of Commerce, in 
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regard to the operations of Sections 86, 88 and 89 of the 
Bank Act of Canada, I desire to submit the following points 
for your consideration. 


That Sections 86, 88 and 89 give the banks power to make 
advances to firms, in return for which the banks receive 
pledges in the shape of liens on all goods, wares and 
merchandise in stock, including goods, wares and mer- 
chandise procured for the purpose of manufacture, giving 
the banks priority over the unpaid vendor, notwithstanding 
that to the public at large the debtor or pledger appears to 
possess very ample assets. 


In England the system of giving securities to a bank is 
by the following methods :— 


(a) Where the goods remain on the premises of the pledgor, 
in the case of limited companies by debenture, and that 
of private firms by a bill of sale. Both these debentures 
and bills of sale have, by law, to be registered, which 
constitutes a notice to the general public. 


(b) By transference of the goods to the custody of a bank 
or their representative or trustee, such goods being, 
in practice, generally stored in a neutral warehouse 
to the order of, or in the name of, the bank. (In this 
case, the firm, of course, has always the right of 
redemption, should they wish to exercise it.) 


Under the Canadian Bank Act, firms can pledge goods 
to the bank and keep same on their own premises without 
the necessity for any registration in the manner applicable 
in England. This creates an entirely misleading position, 
the seller assuming that such stock is the property of the 
firm, whereas, although he might have in his possession 
large stocks, there might not be a single available asset in 
the event of insolvency, owing to the goods being pledged 
to the bank, and this is an experience which many English 
firms have had, extending over a very great number of years. 


If a clause could be inserted in the Bank Act making 
it necessary for these liens to be registered and available 
for the information of the general public; or for the removal 
of the goods from the possession or custody of the debtor, 
as is the case in England; the law would then operate in 
a much more equitable manner, and, we believe, would 
ultimately be of greater benefit to the banks themselves. 
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Banks in this country frequently make advances to 
firms and companies by what are commonly known as 
‘‘overdrafts.” These are made on the banks’ knowledge 
of the financial stability and personality of the parties con- 
cerned. This method of conducting transactions is the 
one most usually applied, and the bank gives credit in a 
similar manner to that of any ordinary trader. In the 
event of insolvency, the bank does not appear as a secured 
creditor, except to the extent of securities taken by it in 
accordance with the law as above stated, and ranks equally 
for the unsecured balance with the trade creditors in any 
dividends that may be paid. 


We therefore suggest to you :— 


That the Canadian Bank Act should be so amended that 
when a lien is given by a trader to any bank, that it shall 
be compulsory on the bank to register such transaction, 
either by way of mortgage-debenture or bill of sale, and 
publicly give notice of the same before the said lien shall 
become operative. 

After such registration, the bank will be in the position 
of preferential creditors for so much of the amount of their 
debt as is covered by the value of their security, and will 
appear as ordinary creditors for any amount advanced in 
excess of that sum.

On the 27th December, the President had the oppor- 
tunity of interviewing in London the Hon. W. Stevens 
Fielding, Canadian Minister of Finance. Mr. Fielding 
gave a sympathetic hearing to the statements made by 
the President, and stated that while he held no brief for 
the bankers, who were generally able to take care of 
themselves, what he was most anxious about was the 
general welfare of the Dominion. As other matters 
would require his attention on his return to Canada, he. 
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was afraid he might probably have to introduce a short 
measure continuing the present Bank Act for another 
year. 


Wool Combing Mill in Canada.—At the meeting of 
the Council held 25th July, an extract from the “* Toronto’ 
Evening Telegram’’ was read stating that the British 
Board of Trade were giving financial support to a project 
for the erection and running of a modern wool combing 
plant at Trenton, Canada. The Board of Trade had been 
communicated with, when it was ascertained that an 
application had been made to the Committee working 
under the Trade Facilities Act, but nothing had been done 
in regard thereto. Later, private intormationgewae 
received to the effect that the promoter of the scheme had 
not met with success. 


CENTRAL EUROPE. 


Interest on Overdue Accounts.—At a meeting of 
Yarn Exporters on the 17th October, the question 
of the rate of interest charged by exporters on 
overdue accounts was raised, it appearing that in the case 
of Germany traders in that country were charged 12 per 
cent. interest bythe German Banks on overdrafts, whereas 
they seldom paid Bradford traders more than 5 per cent. 
or 6 per cent. on amounts overdue. A Committee was 
appointed to consider the matter. 


The question was discussed at several meetings of the 
Yarn Merchants’ Section, and eventually at a meeting 
held on the 24th November, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted : — 


‘“ That in view of the circumstances prevailing in Central 
Europe the Yarn Merchants’ Section of the Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce (Incorporated) hereby decide that 
from the Ist January, 1923, and until further notice, interest 
shall be charged on all overdue accounts, open or current, 
as follows :— 
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(a) From due date, up to ninety (90) days from date of 
invoice, not less than 6 per cent. per annum. 


(b) For the period after ninety (90) days from date of 
invoice, not less than 8 per cent. per annum.” 


CHINA. 

Contract Terms.—Referring to the paragraph on 
pages 44-5 of the Annual Report for 1921, negotiations 
between the Bradford and Manchester Chambers on the 
one hand and the British Chambers of Commerce in China 
on the other, resulted in Contract terms being settled 
(See Appendix, page 94.) 


CULb ea. 

Goods in Bond in Cuba.—Referring to the 
paragraph in the last Annual Report, pp. 45-6, 
difficulties arose early in the year owing to conges- 
tion at the Cuban Customs bonded warehouses 
and to the decision of the Cuban authorities to 
have them cleared. As a result of representations, the 
Cuban authorities agreed to allow such. goods to be 
re-invoiced and duty paid on present-day values or to be 
re-exported not later than 5th April. 


FRANCE. 

Status Information.—At a meeting of a Special Com- 
mittee on Trade with France, Mr. M. Dubrulle, of Tour- 
coing, gave some interesting particulars of a scheme 
organised by the French Association of Manufacturers of 
Tissues, whereby credit information regarding buying 
firms was obtainable, and also explained an effective and 
economic method of dealing with the affairs of insolvent 
firms and bankrupts in the best interests of all the 
creditors. 


Reglement Transactionnel.— Referring to the 
paragraph in last year’s Report, pp. 47/8, it was reported 
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at the Council Meeting on the 27th June that considerable 
modifications had been made in this French Law by an 
Act passed on the 28th April, 1922, and in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act the operation of the 
Reglement Transactionnel ceased to exist in October, 
1922. 


Mails.—At the meeting of the Council on the 
27th June it was agreed to support the action of 
the British Chamber of Commerce in Paris for the rein- 
statement of the 9 p.m. mail train from Paris, in order 
that letters posted in Paris in the evening might be 
delivered in London the next morning. | 


GERMANY. 


Reparations.—At a meeting of the Council on the 
27th June the following resolution, which had been for- 
warded to the Board of Trade, was approved : — 


‘The Bradford Chamber of Commerce desires to call 
the attention of His Majesty’s Government to the serious 
delavs in dealing with claims by British Nationals for com- 
pensation from Germany arising out of the seizure of goods 
and collection of monies when in occupied territories, 
especially Poland. 


“ The Chamber, further strongly urges” upOmuaaime 
President of the Board of Trade the vital necessity of taking 
immediate action to hasten the settlement of such claims.’’ 


On the 25th October a Conference took place at the 
Reparation Claims Department, Cornwall House, 
London. The questions involved were :— 


(a) Cash sequestrated by the Germans. 


(b) Goods sequestrated by the Germans. 
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According to the Treaty of Versailes, restitution as 
regards cash could only be claimed in the currency in 
which the cash was taken by the Germans, though it might 
be possible to claim for loss of user. With reference to 
goods sequestrated claims could only be made under 
Article 238, in respect of goods which could be identified. 
Claims for all other classes of goods ought to be made 
under Article 297. A special office has been set up in 
Wiesbaden to deal with Reparation Claims. 


INDIA. 
Bombay Freights.—At a meeting of members | 
interested in Trade with India held 29th September, it was 
reported that the Manchester Chamber of Commerce had 
entered into an Agreement with the Bombay Steam Trade 
Conference whereby freights were reduced to members 
of that Chamber on certain conditions, and it was inti- 
mated that the Bombay Steam Trade Conference would 
no doubt welcome a similar Agreement with the Bradford 
Chamber. The following resolution was accordingly 
adopted : — 


‘‘ That this meeting of Indian Traders of the Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce, having considered the Scheme for 
entering into a freight arrangement with the Bombay Steam 
Trade Conference approves the same and empowers the 
Chamber to carry it forward to a conclusion.” 


Accordingly all members of the Chamber were com- 
municated with, and an agreement was signed by a 
number of firms authorising the Chamber to act on their 
behalf. 


On the 3lst October an identical agreement to that 
settled by the Manchester Chamber of Commerce was 
entered into by the Chamber, on behalf of the signatories 
above mentioned, and the Bombay Steam ‘Trade 
Conference. (See Appendix, page 97.) 
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Karachi Freights.—A similar Agreement on behalf of 
the signatories was also entered into in regard to freights 
to Karachi. 


Calcutta, Madras and Rangoon Freights.—Negotia- 
tions with the object of arriving at a similar Agreement 


have taken place between the Manchester and Bradford 
Chambers and the Shipping Lines, but up to the end of 
the year no Agreement had been arrived at. 


LATS 

Commercial Delegation—At a meeting of the 
Advisory Committee on the 14th June it was 
reported that a Municipal and Commercial Dele- 
gation from Italy was visiting this country, consisting 
of the Presidents of a number of “Chambersiiior 
Commerce and other representatives of Italian Munici- 
palities. The programme for a tour throughout this 
country was being arranged by the Associated British- 
Italian Societies in London. It was unanimously agreed 
to invite the Delegation to visit Bradford. 


At a meeting of the Council on the 27th June a letter 
was received from the British Italian League thanking the 
Chamber for its kind invitation, and regretting it was 
impossible for the Delegation to include a visit to Brad- | 
ford in their tour. 


JAPAN. 
Japanese Business Men’s Mission. 

On the 11th January a Conference of representatives 
of the Chamber with Delegates of the Japanese Business 
Men’s Mission took place. The President, Sir Henry 
Whitehead, occupied the chair. There was a large 
gathering of members of the Chamber, and also repre- 
sentatives from the Leeds and Huddersfield Chambers of 
Commerce. 
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The Japanese Delegates were : — 
Messrs. Yukinori Hoshino, Katsutaro Inabata, 
Chokiuro Kadono, Dr. Tatsumi Mochida, 

and Shintaro Ohashi. — 


The President stated that the members of this and 
other Chambers of Commerce would recognise the distinct 
advantage of such a Conference with gentlemen who had 
come so great a distance personally to discuss commercial 
questions affecting the two countries, and on behalf of the 
Bradford and neighbouring Chambers of Commerce he 
welcomed the Delegates to the Conference. 


The following matters were discussed : — 

Arbitration.—The President outlined the scheme of 
the Bradford Chamber of Commerce dealing with com- 
mercial disputes, and emphasised the urgent need of such 
a scheme being adopted in Japan under the aegis of 
Chambers of Commerce. 


Mr. Kadono, in reply, stated that they agreed it was 
better to avoid legal proceedings in regard to business 
disputes. They were always ready to refer to arbitration, 
and in Japan commercial disputes were brought before the 
Chambers of Commerce. In spirit he was sure they 
would all readily fall in with the Bradford proposals, but 
the great distance created a geographical difficulty. The 
matter would receive their careful consideration on their 
return to Japan. 


Legal Remedies.—Sir Francis Watson, ].P., spoke 
upon the method of procedure in British Courts, and 
pointed out the advisability of the Japanese procedure 
being placed on the same basis as that of England. 


Mr. Kadono, in reply, stated that the whole question 
of legal procedure in Japan was at present undergoing 
examination, and they were discussing the question of 
adopting the jury system. 
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Cancellation of Contracts.—This subject was dealt 
with by Mr. D. Hamilton and Mr. J. Denison, who 
detailed cases of repudiation of contracts by Japanese 
importers some time ago and for which, up to the present 
time, little or no redress had been obtained. 


Mr. Kadono promised that if they would submit a list 
of cases of cancellations the matter would be brought 
before the Japanese Chambers of Commerce. Full par- 
ticulars of a number of cancellations were accordingly 
collated and forwarded to Japan. 


Trade Marks and Trade Mark Law.—This question 
was dealt with by Mr. H. Sutcliffe Smith, who pointed out 
the many objections to the methods employed and the 
interpretation of the Japanese Trade Marks Law, and also 
urged the formation of a Trade Marks Convention. 


Mr. Kadono said that this question would receive their 
very careful consideration. 


Opening of Letters by Japanese Postal Authorities.— 
Complaints from two members of the Chamber relative to 
the opening of registered letters by the Japanese Postal 
Authorities were submitted. 


Mr. Kadono was quite at a loss to understand these 
complaints. The attention of the British Government 
had been called to the, matter. 


Government Control of Finance and Imports and 
Exports.—Mr. George Booth dealt with this matter and 
particularly the fact that some 18 months ago all the 
letters of credit were almost simultaneously stopped by 
every Bank in Japan, which disastrously affected exporters 
here. Mr. Geo: S. Jacques testified to the courtesy 
which British Banks had always received in Japan. 
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Mr. Kadono promised to inquire into this matter on 
their return to Japan. 


The Conference lasted from 11.0 a.m. to 1.0 p.m. 


The Delegation and the members of the Council of the 
Chamber were entertained to Lunch by the Lord Mayor 
(Coun. T. Blythe. J.P.), and in the afternoon the Delega- 
tion visited Saltaire Mills and were entertained to tea. 


In the evening the Delegation was entertained to 
Dinner at the Midland Hotel by the President of the 
Chamber. There was a large attendance. 


The-Poash of Our Guests ’* was proposed by the 
President, and supported by Mr. H. Sutcliffe Smith. Mr. 
Ohashi replied in Japanese, and Mr. H. A. F. Horne, His 
Majesty’s Commercial Secretary in Japan, acted as 
interpreter. 


The Toast of “‘ Success to Anglo-Japanese Trade ’”’ 
was proposed by Sir W. E. B. Priestley, supported by Mr. 
D. Hamilton, and replied to by Mr. Kadono. 


The Toast of “‘ The Bradford Chamber of Com- 
merce ’’ .was proposed in felicitous terms by Mr. 
Kadono, and responded to by Mr. F. A. Aykroyd, Senior 
Vice-President of the Chamber. 


Before leaving this country on their return to Japan 
the Japanese Delegation entertained representatives of the 
various Chambers of Commerce at a Banquet in the 
Savoy Hotel, London. At this Banquet the Bradford 
Chamber was represented by the President and the 
Secretary. 
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POURKREY: 


Reparations.—At a meeting of the Council 
on the 26th September, it was agreed to communicate 
with His Majesty’s Government, urging them to see that 
the interests of British claimants on the Turkish Govern- 
ment or on Turkish Nationals should be duly safeguarded 
by the proposed new Treaty of Peace.

Bankruptcy Cases and Gambling.—At a meeting of 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee held 25th January, 
attention was called to a case then recently tried at the 
‘Central Criminal Court in London, in which the bankrupt 
had pleaded gambling losses in explaining the disappear: 
ance of assets. The Prosecuting Counsel had brought 
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the case under the Bankruptcy Act of 1914, one Section of 
_which made it a criminal offence for a Bankrupt to gamble 
away his assets to the detriment of his creditors. The 
Judge, however, dismissed the case on the ground that it 
was the first prosecution of its kind, and the great 
majority of people were ignorant of the Law. 


After some discussion it was decided to recommend the 
Council to adopt the following resolution : -—— 


‘That the Bradford Chamber of Commerce (Incor- 
porated) strongly protests against the view expressed by 
the Recorder of the Central Criminal Court on the 14th 
December,.- 1921)..in, the * case. of Patrick Rogers, that 
ignorance of the law making gambling transactions by a 
debtor within two years of his bankruptcy a misdemeanour 
in certain events and punishable accordingly, entitles a 
debtor to lenient treatment and merely binding over the 
offender to come up for judgment if called upon, and 
further, urges that the widest possible publicity should be 
given to the fact that under the Bankruptcy Act of 1914 a 
Bankrupt may be prosecuted and is liable to two years’ 
imprisonment with hard labour for having materially con- 
tributed to or increased the extent of his insolvency by 
gambling. That copies of this resolution be sent to the 
Prime Minister, the Lord Chancellor, the President of the 
Board of Trade, and the Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce.’’ 

This resolution was unanimously adopted at the meeting 
of the Council on the 3lst January. It was also decided 
to place this resolution on the agenda for the Annual 
Meeting of the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce in London in April. The resolution was there 
also carried unanimously, and by this means considerable 
publicity was given to the matter. The Home Office and 
the various Chambers of Commerce were apprised of the 
resolution, the latter being requested to give the widest 
publicity to the subject. 


Bankruptcy Act.—At a Joint Meeting of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee and the Accountants’ Section 
E 
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Committee held on the 8th December, it was unanimously 
agreed to recommend the Chamber to support the follow- 
ing resolution to be moved by the Halifax Chamber of 
Commerce at the next Quarterly Meeting of the Associa- 
tion of British Chambers of Commerce, to be held in 
London on the 17th January, 1923: — 


‘CAs, it as felt that the members of the trading scom- 
munity are not receiving the protection which the provisions | 
of the Bankruptcy Acts were intended to afford, it is 
desired that the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce should appoint a Sub-Committee :— 


(a) To consider to what extent the Bankruptcy Act can 
be amended so as to afford better protection to the 
trading community. 


(b) That it is advisable that representations be put forward 
to His Majesty’s Government pressing that all offences 
under the present or future Bankruptcy Acts should be 
dealt with by the Public Prosecutor at the public 
expense. ’’ 


Bills of Lading.—At a meeting of the Law and Parlia- 
mentary Committee on the 25th January, the resumption 
of the Conference in Belgium to consider the adoption of 
the international unification of Maritime Law was inti- 
mated. The Chamber’s resolution in favour of the 
Hague Rules was confirmed, and it was agreed to urge 
the Board of Trade to secure their adoption at the Con- 
vention in Brussels, and to urge their incorporation in the 
laws of the countries represented at the Conference. 


This Conference was held in Brussels from the 17th to 
the 26th October, when some amendments of the Hague 
Rules were unanimously adopted and a _ Draft 
International Convention prepared embodying the new 
Rules. This Convention is at present being considered 
by H.M. Government and the various other Governments 
concerned.

This Convention was submitted to a meeting of the 
Transport Committee held 20th December, but considera- 
tion was postponed to a meeting to be held early in 1923. 


Fraud and Falsification Bill.—At the meeting of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee held 26th May, this 
Bill was approved subject to a Clause being added making 
it a punishable offence for persons to obtain situations by 
means of false pretences, credentials or references. 


Merchandise Marks Bill.—This Bill was considered at 
meetings of the Patents, Designs and Trade Marks Com- 
mittee on the 22nd May, and of the Advisory Committee 
on the 14th July, when the following suggested amend- 
ments were unanimously approved : —

The scope of the Bill should be extended to include 
goods that are distributed gratuitously and not by way 
of sale. (See Section 1, sub-section 5 and 6; Section 2, 
sub-section 2; Section 6, paragraph 3.) 


Provision should be made in Section 2, sub-section 4 for 
adequate safeguards to prevent the sale or distribution 
of exempted goods in the United Kingdom. 

(N.B.—_The Bill does not at present provide for 
these, and as this sub-section is put in, in the interests 
of merchants, it should be carefully watched.) 


In Section 13, sub-section 2, where succession to the 
title of a grant of the Royal Arms is provided for, 
corporate bodies are specially exempted from this 
proviso; no difference should be made in successors to 
title, an amendment should be put forward that the 
words ‘‘ Not being a body Corporate ’’ being deleted. 


There is no provision against ‘‘ Attempts to commit any 
of the offences set out in the Act’”’ in the Bill, and as 
this is an extremely important subject which has never 
yet been provided for by Statute Law, an amendment 
covering this point should be drafted and the strongest 
possible support obtained for it. The point might be 
covered by altering Section 7, sub-section 1, 
paragraph (f) to read as follows :— 
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‘‘ (f) Causes to be done or attempts to do, or incites, 
counsels, or solicits any person to do or attempt to do 
any of the things above in this section mentioned.”’ 


Municipal Enfranchisement of Limited Companies.— 
At the meeting of the Law and Parliamentary Committee 
onthe 11th May, it was decided to urge the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce to use every effort to 
ensure Limited Liability Companies having a say in the 
election of Municipal Candidates in the same manner as 
other ratepayers. 


Rating of Machinery.—Referring to the paragraph in 
last year’s Annual Report, page 70, a Bill was introduced 
into the House of Commons at the instance of the 
Machinery Users’ Association with a view to exempting 
machinery from rating, and it was unanimously agreed at 
the Council Meeting on the 25th April to ask the local 
Members of Parliament to give the Bill their hearty 
support. é 


The Bill passed the Second Reading on the 28th April 
by a majority of 127 to 17, but unfortunately had not pro- 
ceeded further than the Report stage when Parliament 
was dissolved. 


Trades Disputes Act, 1906.—At a meeting of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee on the 11th May, it 
was agreed to support the Bill for the repeal of this Act, 
with the addition of a Clause repealing Section 2 (2) of 
the Act of 1875. This decision was communicated to the 
local Members of Parliament, who were asked to support 
the Bill. The Bill did not reach the Second Reading stage 
when Parliament was dissolved. 


Finance: Bill.—The Accountants’ Section and _ its 
Committee devoted several meetings to the discussion 
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of the provisions of the Finance Bill of 1922 and the 
Amendments suggested by the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, with a view to recommending 
what amendments it was desirable the Chamber should 
put forward or support. 


Several important amendments were adopted, but the 
principal discussion took place on Clause 14 of the Bill 
regarding Super Tax on undistributed Income. ‘After the 
fullest consideration it was decided to propose the entire 
deletion of this clause, but as it was not thought likely 
that the Government would give way, amendments to the 
clause were suggested with a view to reducing inequalities 
which seemed likely to arise. These recommendations 
were confirmed by the Advisory Committee of the 
Chamber and communicated to the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce and the local Members of 
Parliament. 


The original suggestions were unacceptable to the 
- House of Commons, and the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
therefore withdrew them. When the revised proposals 
were submitted they were found to contain practically all 
the amendments adopted by the Chamber’s Committee, 
and also included an original suggestion from Bradford 
that when a firm has been assessed to pay Super Tax it 
shall be exempt from Corporations Profit Tax. 
Clause 14 of the Bill is now as amended Clause 21 of the 
Act. 


Income Tax.—At a Special Meeting of the Council of 
the Chamber held 3rd February, the question of Excess 
Profits Duty and Income Tax was discussed at length in 
view of a Deputation from the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, to take place on the 17th February. 


The Council confirmed the following resolution, which 
was adopted by the Chamber in September, 1919: — 
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‘‘'The Committee are of opinion that it is not desirable 
to substitute for the three years’ average basis the actual 
profits or other income for the purpose of assessment, even 
with a proviso that the loss in any period may be deducted 
from the next available profits. They consider that the 
present system of three years’ average has worked with 
general satisfaction.”’ 


Excess Profits Duty.—A Deputation consisting of the 
President of the Chamber, Sir Henry Whitehead, 
Mr. W. T. Butterfield (Chairman of the Accountants’ 
Section), and representatives of the Leeds Chamber of | 
Commerce, the Chartered Accountants’ Society of Leeds, 
and the Incorporated Accountants’ Society of Leeds. 
waited on the Inland Revenue authorities on Wednesday, 
the 24th May, 1922, re Excess Profits Duty, particularly 
with regard to the following points : —

2. Meaning of “‘ Trading Stocks ’’ under the Act 
of 1921. 


3. Hardships arising out of the Gittus case. 


The Deputation was sympathetically received, and was 
assured that the efforts of the Department would be to 
secure fair and equal treatment for all taxpayers. 


E.P.D. and Change of Ownership.—<At a ‘Special 
Meeting of the Council held on the 3rd February, the 
following resolution was adopted : — 


‘““ That in the opinion of this Chamber the decision of 
the Court in the Gittus case should be set aside in the next 
Finance Bill, and that provision should be made so that in 
the event of a change of ownership arising from the death 
or retirement of a proprietor of or partner in a business 
repayment of E.P.D. shall be made :— 


(a) to the personal legal representatives of a deceased 
proprietor, or 
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(b) to the continuing partner or partners in the case of 
retiring or deceased partner. 


The Chamber is further of opinion that the same principle 
of continuing ownership shall be recognised where a firm 
is converted into a private limited company and the owner- 
ship remains substantially the same.’’ 


Super Tax and Private Businesses.—At the same 
meeting the following resolution was also adopted : — 


‘* That the Association of British Chambers of Commerce 
be asked to raise the question of the liability to Super Tax 
of the profits of private businesses and to urge that Super 
Tax should not be levied on that portion of the profits left 
in the business and not withdrawn.” 


Imperial Taxation.—On the 13th March a large and 
representative meeting of traders, at which not only the 
Chamber of Commerce, but practically all the trade 
associations were represented, was held in the Mechanics’ 
_ Institute, Bradford, to consider the question of taxation, 
and the need for a reduction thereof in the interests of 
the trade and commerce of the country. At this meeting 
the following resolution was unanimously adopted : — 


‘‘ That in the opinion of this meeting the continuance of 
taxation at its present high level, which is far higher than 
that obtaining in other countries, involves grave danger to 
the financial stability of the nation, and will inevitably 
cause great loss of revenue in future years by impeding the 
revival of trade. 


‘¢ Tt is therefore imperative that His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment should ration the spending Departments and effect 
every possible economy, even if such action calls for the 
revision of general policy and involves failure to balance 
the current Budget.’’ 


On the 6th April, a Deputation, headed by 
the President, representing the Chamber and _ other 
trade organisations waited upon the local Members 
of Parliament at the House of Commons, when 
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the above resolution was submitted to them, and 
they were urged in the best interests of the country, and 
particularly with a view to relieving trade of the heavy 
burden of taxation, the necessity of as great reductions 
as possible being made. Mr! H. . Bo Seater 
Sir H. Norman Rae, Sir Robert Clough, and Mr. Tom 
Myers spoke, gave the Deputation a cordial welcome, and 
stated that they were fully alive to the great necessity for 
a reduction in the taxation of the country. 


National Economy.—At a meeting of the Council on 
the 31st October, the question of National Economy was 
discussed and the following resolution adopted : — 

‘‘ That this Chamber urges H.M. Government to take 
greater steps to curtail national expenditure and to reduce 


taxation in the interests of the trade and industry of the 
country.”’ 


This resolution was forwarded with a covering letter to 
the Prime Minister, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
the President of the Board of Trade. 


Postal and Celegraphue Matters. 


Postal Charges.—On the 3rd February the Association 
of British Chambers of Commerce convened a Conference 
of Chambers of Commerce and Commercial and 
Industrial Associations, when it was unanimously agreed 
to urge upon the Prime Minister the necessity, in the 
interests of the trade and commerce of the country, for a 
reduction in the postal charges, which were proving a 
serious hindrance and handicap to trade, while there 
never was a time when more help and encouragement 
required to be given to commerce than at the present 
time. A Memorial Letter to this «ffect was accordingly 
sent to the Prime Minister. 
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At a meeting of the Postal Committee held on the 
8th March, the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : — | 


“That the Bradford Chamber of Commerce protests 
against the continuance of the increased postal rates which it 
considers are not in the best interests of the business of 
the country, and it urges H.M. Postmaster-General to at 
once substantially reduce the cost of postage in view of the 
expected surplus.”’ 


The Deputation organised by the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce and supported by prac- 
tically all the trading associations throughout the 
country, waited upon the Chancellor of the Exchequer on 
the 17th March and again urged the necessity for a 
reduction in postal charges. The Chancellor received the 
Deputation sympathetically and promised to give con- 
sideration to the views put forward. 


On the 29th May, the Postal Authorities announced a 
reduction in the rates of postage. Packets coming under 
the heading of the reduced paper rate of 4d., would, 
however, not be delivered by the first post in the morning 
unless posted before 3.30, and those posted after that 
time would be held over until the following day unless 
an additional 4d. stamp was affixed. This limitation 
seriously affected trade documents such as invoices, 
accounts, etc., as it would be impossible to get these 
ready for posting by the time named. The value of the 
reduction, therefore, was very largely nullified on this 
account. Representations accordingly were made to the 
Postal Authorities, both by interviews and _ corres- 
pondence, but as the regulation applied to the 
whole country, it was impossible to make any 
alteration. It. was..explained that. the, alteration 
was made in order to induce people to post their printed 
matter earlier in the day, and thus provide work for the 
Post Office staffs, who were usually more or less idle 
during the day and overworked in the evening. 
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At a meeting of the Council held 25th July, the 
question of the necessity for a reduction in the rates for 
_.parcel, sample and pattern posts was discussed, and the 
following resolution unanimously adopted : — 


‘‘The Bradford Chamber of Commerce, while appre- 
ciating the reductions now in operation with regard to 
postal facilities, protests against the continuance of the 
present high rates for parcels post, and strongly urges upon 
the Postmaster-General the necessity, in the interests of 
trade, for an early reduction, believing that same will result 
in an increase of revenue.” 


This resolution was communicated to the Postmaster- 
General, and at the meeting of the Council on the 26th 
September a reply was read from him explaining that the 
existing Parcel Post Rates were not remunerative, and 
therefore he regretted his inability to make a reduction. 


Telephone.—At the meeting of the Council held 28th 
February, it was agreed to place the following resolution 
on the Agenda for the Annual Meeting of the Association 
of British Chambers of Commerce, to be held in London 
in April: — 

‘‘ That the ‘Association of British Chambers of Commerce 
protests against the arbitrary methods of the Post Office 
with regard to Telephone Accounts, many users being 
charged considerably in excess of the aren of calls used 
without being able to obtain any redress. 

That if the present method of recording calls is essential 


they further desire*to strongly impress upon the Postmaster- 
General that greater accuracy be observed.”’ 


At a meeting of the Postal Committee on the 21st July 
a complaint was received from a member of the Chamber 
of an exorbitant increase in the charge made by the Post 
Office in respect of an extension wire at their works, and 
it was agreed to ask the District Manager of the Post 
Office Telephones to meet the Committee. This decision 
was confirmed by the Council at its meeting on the 25th 
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July, and it was decided that all the members of the 
Council should attend. This Conference took place on 
Friday, the 28th July, when a considerable number of 
complaints of inefficiency and of the charges imposed were 
brought forward, including the inequity of the Post Office 
insisting upon their records of calls being accepted 
whether it agreed with the subscriber’s record or not, and 
of the irritating and annoying experience of being 
switched off while in conversation with another subscriber. 
The District Manager replied on the various points raised, 
and stated that the Post Office were desirous of giving the 
best possible service, and he welcomed complaints, so 
that any little matters might be put right immediately. 


Members of the Chamber who have occasion to make 
a complaint should do so at the time to the Supervisor of 
their exchange, and confirm same in writing the same day 
to the Secretary of the Chamber. 


Gransport Questions. 


Railway Rates and Charges.—The question of the 
high charges of the Railway Companies for the transit of 
goods engaged the attention of the Transport Committee 
at many meetings. 


A large deputation waited upon the Railway Goods 
Managers at the Railway Clearing House on the 7th 
February, when the case for the Textile Trade was ably 
put forward by the representative of the Bradford 
Chamber (Mr. J. Ewing). 


The question of endeavouring to secure a special 
reduction in regard to Bradford’s raw material (wool) was 
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also considered, and a Deputation appointed with a view 
to urging, in the interests of the trade, that such a special. 
reduction should be made similar to what had been made 
in the coal, iron and steel trades. Action was, however, 
deferred pending the reply of the Railway Companies in 
regard to the general question. 


At the meeting of the Council on the 30th May the 
following resolution was unanimously adopted, on the. 
motion of the Chairman and Deputy Chairman of the 
Chamber’s Transport Committee : — 


“The Bradford Chamber of Commerce hereby expresses 
strong disappointment that the railway companies, in their 
recently announced reductions in railway rates, have not 
adequately met the situation, and desires to point out that 
the reductions are not commensurate with the fall which 
has taken place in wholesale prices, and no consideration 
whatever has been given to rates on textile goods. 


‘* The Chamber therefore urges that the railway com- 
panies should assist in the rehabilitation of trade by an 
all-round reduction. 


At the meeting of the Council on the 27th June, it was 
unanimously agreed to place the following resolution on 
the Agenda for the next Quarterly Meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of British Chambers of Commerce, to be held in 
London on the 19th July: — 


“That the Association of British Chambers of Commerce 
hereby expresses strong disappointment that the railway 
companies in their recently announced reductions in railway . 
rates, have not adequately met the situation, and desires to 
point out that the reductions are not commensurate with 
the fall which has taken place in wholesale prices, and no 
consideration whatever has been given to the rates on 
general merchandise. 


‘‘ The Association therefore urges that the railway 
companies should assist in the rehabilitation of trade by an 
all-round reduction. 
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‘The Association further recommends that the 
Executive Council take all possible action in this matter, 
and that each individual Chamber be requested to make 
appropriate representations to the Railway Rates Tribunal, 
the Railway Clearing House, the Ministry of Transport, 
the President of the Board of Trade, and the Traders’ 
Co-ordinating Committee.’’ 


This resolution was, however, withdrawn, as on the day 
previous to its being brought forward the Railway Com- 
panies announced a considerable reduction in Railway 
Rates. 


Siding Rent Charges.—At a meeting of the Transport 
Committee on the 24th March, attention was called to the 
fact that in pre-war days four days were allowed by the 
Railway Companies before siding rent was charged, but 
that during and since the war this period had been reduced 
to three days. Representations were made to the Rail- 
way Companies to restore their pre-war practice but 
without result. 


Terms and Conditions of Carriage.—At a considerable 
number of meetings of the Transport Committee the 
new Terms and Conditions for the conveyance of goods 
formulated by the Railway Companies were considered 
in detail and it was found that many of them were far too 
onerous upon the trader. The Chamber therefore drafted 
amended Terms, which were submitted, in accordance 
with the Railways Act of 1921, to the Railway Rates 
Tribunal, together with specific reasons supporting the 
Chamber’s attitude. The Traders’ Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee in London had also been considering this matter, 
and it was eventually found that all the Bradford 
objections, with one exception, were covered by the 
amendments lodged by the Traders’ Committee. This 
single objection related to Owner’s Risk, and particularly 
to the clause throwing the onus of proving ‘“ wilful 
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negligence on the part of the railway companies’ 
servants ’’ on to the trader. This was considered utterly 
impossible, and the Chamber, while agreeing to withdraw 
their other amendments in favour of those of the Traders’ 
Co-ordinating Committee, have definitely decided to 
proceed with their objection on this point should it be 
necessary. 


Traders’ Tickets.—The question of the conditions 
under which Traders’ Season Tickets were issued was 
considered at a meeting of the Transport Committee on 
the 24th November, when it was agreed to urge upon the 
Railway Companies the desirability of reverting to pre- 
war conditions. The attention of the Goods Managers 
was called to the subject at a Conference which took place 
on the 13th December. 


Collection of Goods by Railways.—At the meeting of 
the Transport Committee on the 24th November, com- 
plaints from members as to the refusal of the Railway 
Companies to collect goods from the warehouses after 
5 p.m. were considered. The matter was discussed at 
the Conference with the Goods Managers, when the Rail- 
way Companies were urged to extend the time till at least 
half-past five. The Railway representatives explained 
their difficulties, but promised to consider the representa- 
tions made. 


Delays in Transit.—At several meetings of the 
Transport Committee complaints of delays in transit were 
considered. These individual complaints had been taken 
up with the Railway Companies, and their explanations 
forwarded to the complainants. 


Railways and Road Transport.—Referring to the 
paragraph in the Annual Report for 1921, page 82, this 
question continued to occupy the attention of the Trans- 
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port Committee. Early in the year a Bill was introduced 
into Parliament by the London and North Western and 
Midland Railway Companies with a view to obtaining 
powers to convey goods by road. On the Ist March a 
Conference between the members of the Transport Com- 
mittee and the Solicitor and Goods Manager of the 
London and North Western Railway Company was held, 
when the Solicitor to the Company fully explained the 
provisions of the Bill, and stated that there was no inten- 
tion by unfair competition to squeeze other motor carriers 
off the roads. ‘The same question was also discussed at 
subsequent meetings on a communication from the Asso- 
ciation of British Chambers of Commerce, who suggested 
that the powers desired be granted to the Railway 
Companies subject to certain safeguards. The majority 
of these were approved, and additional safeguards were 
formulated by the Transport Committee. The recom- 
mendation of the Transport Committee that the London 
and North Western and Midland Bill be supported, 
subject to certain safeguards in the interests of the 
trading community, was considered at a Special Meeting 
pieeethe- G ourcil, = field )3ist- )March,, ,iwhen...; after 
considerable discussion the recommendation of the 
Transport Committee was adopted. Later on it was 
intimated that the President of the Chamber, and the 
Chairman and Deputy Chairman of the Transport Com- 
mittee, had been asked to give evidence before the 
Parliamentary Committee in favour of the Bill. This was 
agreed to on the condition that they would press for the 
safeguards which had been put forward. The Chairman 
later intimated that the Railway Companies had agreed 
to all the conditions except one, viz., that the position 
should be reviewed after five years. The Bill was subse- 
quently withdrawn by the Railway Companies, though 
the Report of the Parliamentary Sub-Committee was in 
favour of granting the necessary powers. 
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Railway Rates Tribunal Panel.—At a meeting of the 
Council held 28th March, it was reported that the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade had appointed Mr. James 
Ewing, of the Bradford Dyers’ Association, as a member 
of the General Panel under Section 64 of the Railwavs 
Act, 1921. | 


Bradford Railway Facilities —On the 7th December 
a Deputation from the Bradford Corporation, which 
included representatives of the Halifax Corporation and 
the _Halifax. and Bradford Chambers of ~Comimienee: 
waited upon the Parliamentary Secretary to tlhe Ministry 
of Transport (Col. Wilfred Ashley, M.P.) to urge upon 
him the need for additional railway facilities being 
afforded to Bradford, and the opportunity the provision 
of such facilities would give for finding work for a con- 
siderable number of the unemployed. The suggestion: 
made was that steps should be taken to construct a loop 
line connecting Bradford with the main line north and 
south of the city. The question was discussed at some 
length, and Colonel Ashley put a number of questions to 
the Deputation. Finally, Colonel Ashley suggested that 
the Corporation should put their proposals definitely 
into writing, and when received he would under- 
take to place them before the Chairman and officials of 
the Midland Railway Company. 


On the 15th December, a Conference was held between 
the members of the Parliamentary Sub-Committee of the 
Bradford Corporation and the Transport Committee of 
this Chamber, when the question was discussed at con- 
siderable length and the following resolution unanimously 
adopted : — 


‘‘ That the Town Clerk be requested to inform Colonel 
Ashley, M.P., Parliamentary Secretary: of the Ministry 
of Transport, of this meeting between this Sub-Committee 
and representatives of the Chamber of Commerce, and of 
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the fact that both bodies are strongly of opinion that through 
railway facilities for the city should be provided; that the 
Corporation and the Chamber of Commerce strongly favour 
a scheme, on the lines now indicated, for the provision of 
such facilities by a tunnel approaching the Midland 
_ Station at Bradford from the west side of Cheapside, or a 
scheme on similar lines; that the Corporation would be 
willing to afford financial assistance (by way of rate relief) 
to the railway company for a period of years to be agreed 
upon; and that Colonel Ashley be requested to place the 
matter before the Midland Railway Company, and there- 
after to arrange for a conference of all interested parties 


at the offices of the Ministry.”’ 


On the 20th December the Town Clerk communicated 
with Colonel Ashley accordingly. 


Local Conferences.—During the year several con- 
ferences between the Railway representatives and the 
Transport Committee, on matters of local interest, were 
held. As a result several important difficulties were 
overcome. It is pleasant to record the spirit of mutual 
assistance which prevailed, and the thanks of the Chamber 
are accorded to the Railway representatives for their 
attendance and help. 


Railways Act, 1921. Joint Local Committees.—At a 
meeting of the Transport Committee held 20th December, 
it was intimated that the Railway Rates Tribunal were 
now prepared to receive applications for the formation of 
Local Joint Committees. T-he matter was carefully con- 
sidered by the Committee, when it was decided to make 
an application to the Tribunal for the formation of such 
a Committee for the Bradford area. 


An application was accordingly addressed to the 
Railway Rates Tribunal. 


Railway Passenger Fares.—At the meeting of the 
Council on the 25th July, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted : — 

F 
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‘‘ The Bradford Chamber of Commerce, while appre- 
clating the recently announced reductions in rates for 
merchandise strongly protests against the continued high 
cost of passenger fares, and urgently requests the railway 
companies to give earnest consideration to an early reduction 


in same.”’ 


This resolution was forwarded to the Ministry of 
Transport and the Railway Companies’ Association. 


This resolution was placed on the agenda of the 
Association of British Chambers of Commerce Quarterly 
Meeting at Leicester, on the 18th October. On that 
date, however, the Railway Companies announced a 
general reduction, and the resolution was therefore 


withdrawn. 


At the suggestion of the Bradford Chamber, a letter 
was written by the Association to the Railway Companies 
expressing the gratification of traders at the reductions 
announced. | 


Length of Railway Journeys.—At a meeting of the 
Transport Committee on the 24th November, a complaint 
was made of the unnecessary length of the train journey 
between Leeds and Bradford on the Midland Railway. 
As an instance it was stated that the journey between 
Leeds and Bradford took nearly half the leneth of time 
for the much greater distance between Leeds and 


Leicester. 


The question of the difficulty of Bradford business men 
travelling to and from Scotland was also referred to, 
travellers requiring to go by slow train from Bradford 
to Skipton before they could transfer to the main line 
express and wice versa. These questions were discussed 
at the Conference on the 13th December and the Midland 
Railway representative stated that the question was at 
present under the consideration of his Company. 


@ 
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Dock Charges.—At a meeting of the Transport Com- 
mittee on the 14th June, the Harbours, Docks and Piers 
(Temporary Increase of Charges) Bill, which would 
enable dock owners to continue charging the present high 
rates, was considered, and the following resolution 
unanimously adopted : — 


‘“That in the opinion of this Chamber and in the 
interests of the trade of Bradford and district, the 
Harbours, Docks and Piers (Temporary Increase of 
Charges) Bill should be strongly opposed, and that the 
powers proposed to be given by this Bill should not be 
granted.’’ 

This Bill, not having been passed in the last Parliament, 
will no doubt be brought forward again, and the matter 
iss) Still -récetvine the sattention of the Transport 
Committee. 7 


Hull as a Wool Port.—At the meeting of the Council 
held 28th February, a letter from the North-Eastern 
Railway was read intimating a reduction in the charges 
on wool at the port of Hull. These reductions were 


discussed at a meetihg of the Transport Committee on 
the 24th March. 


On the 3lst May, a large party, consisting of members 
of the Chamber and of the several Trade Federations, 
visited Hull on the invitation of the North-Eastern 
Railway and inspected the transport and storage accom- 
modation, both at the docks and at the exhibition sheds. 
The party were entertained to lunch at the Station Hotel, 
when the Chairman of the North-Eastern Railway 
stated that his Company were desirous of doing 
everything possible to encourage the wool trade of the 
port of Hull, and the representatives of the trade strongly 
urged a reduction of port, storage and transit charges. 


About a month later, a Conference took place between 
the Divisional Goods Manager of the North-Eastern 
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Railway and the Assistant Secretary of the British Wool 
Federation and the Secretary of the Chamber, when the 
details of the charges at the various ports were discussed, 
and following upon this interview further concessions 
were intimated by the Railway Company. 


Hull and South Africa. Direct Service of Steam- 
ships.—At a meeting of the Transport Committee held 
23rd June, it was decided to support the movement for 
the institution of a direct steamship service between Hull 
and South Africa.

Association of British Chambers of Commerce.— 
The Quarterly Meeting of this Association was held in 
London on the 17th January, when 21 resolutions com- 
prising, as usual, a great variety of subjects were 
discussed.

Owing to the scarcity of hotel accommodation in Leicester 
the great majority of the Delegates received private 
hospitality from members of the Leicester Chamber, 
which was much appreciated. 


On the evening of the 17th October the Mayor of 
Leicester entertained the Delegates and their ladies at a 
Reception and Dance. 


International Chamber of Commerce.—Although no 
Congress of International Chambers was held in 1922 the 
Executive of the Chamber in Paris and the various 
National Committees have been extremely active. From 
the headquarters have been issued a_ considerable 
number of very useful Digests on questions of 
extreme interest to those engaged in home and foreign 
trade, as well as to those interested in International affairs 
and economics. During the year 5 meetings of the 
British National Committee were held. 


Art as Applied to Industry.—At the meeting of the 
Council on the 26th September, special attention was 
called to the work of the British Institute of Industrial 
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Art, and to the desirability of support being accorded to 
that Institution on the ground of the benefits which would 
accrue to trade generally through a proper application of 
art to industry, and it was agreed that the members should 
be circularised asking them to accord the Institute their 


support. This was done, and subscriptions amounting 
to £103 18s. Od. were received and forwarded to the 
Institute. In addition, one of our members intimated 


that his firm had subscribed £50 to the Institute at the 
close of the excellent Exhibition which was held in 


Bradford in the spring. 


Bribery and Secret Commissions.—At a meeting of 
the Council on the 27th June, it. was decided to circularise 
the members urging them to support the League in its 
good work to prevent bribery and illicit payments. 


Labour Co-partnership.—On the 16th March an 
-Address was delivered to the members of the Chamber on 
this subject by Mr. W. A. Appleton, Hon. Secretary of 
the Federation of Trades Unions. The Meeting was 
held in the Mechanics’ Institute, and the Chair was occu- 
pied by Mr. F. A. Aykroyd (Senior Vice-President). 
There was a good attendance and an interesting address 
was delivered by Mr. Appleton, who is the Vice-President 
of the Labour Co-partnership Association. At the close 
of the address a number of questions were asked of and 
answered by Mr. Appleton. 


Royal National Life-Boat Institution.—Referring to 
the paragraph in the last Annual Report, page 95, stating 
that an appeal had been issued by the President with a 
view to providing a new “ City of Bradford ’’ Motor 
Life-Boat and Boat-house to be placed at Spurn Head, the 
appeal resulted in £4,830 11s. 5d. being raised. This, 
together with the previous amount subscribed, brought 
the total up to £10,000. 
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APPENDIX No. 1. 


Contract Terms for China and Hong Kong. 


Approved by the Manchester Chamber of Commerce and 
the Bradford Chamber of Commerce cn the one hand, and 
the Hong Kong, Shanghai, Tientsin and Hankow Chambers 
of Commerce on the other hand. 


Preamble.—That in this agreement, hereafter to be 
known as the ‘‘ China Contract,’’ the term ‘‘ Buyer ”’ shall 
represent the Importing Merchant in China and the term 
** Seller’? shall represent the Exporting Merchant in the 
United Kingdom. 


1. Should the goods or any portion of them not be shipped 
by the time specified, plus the ten days’ grace set out in 
Clause 2c, the seller shall notify the buyers and the 
buyers must within three days (Sundays and local 
official holidays excepted) of their receipt of notice from 
sellers declare whether they are prepared to grant the 
extension the sellers may ask for at an allowance as per 
scale given below, otherwise the overdue portion of the 
contract shall be considered as cancelled and the sellers 
shall not be responsible for any such non-fulfilment of 
contract. 


2. (a) If the goods are shipped one month or under one 
month later than the time specified, the buyer shall 
have the right, except for reasons given in Clause 
4 (a) to accept or cancel them without allowance 
on or after the eleventh day, it being agreed that 
a shipment is not to be considered a late shipment, 
or cancelled as such, unless the due date of 
shipment has been exceeded by more than ten days. 


(6) If the delay exceeds one month but is not more 
than two months the total allowance to be 2+ 
per cent. 

If the delay exceeds two months but is not more 
than three months the total allowance to be 34 
per cent. 

If the delay exceeds three months the total allow- 
ance to be 74 per cent.

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(¢) It is to be understood that an allowance of ten 
days’ grace is to be reckoned in addition to the 
various periods mentioned in Clause 2 (6), and 
also in addition to the period of one month men- 
tioned in Clause 4 (a). 


All the allowances before-mentioned shall be calculated 
on the c.i.f. price of the Contract. 


(a) Should, however, the delay be due to occurrences 
such as storms, fire, war, tempest, frost, flood, 
drought, strikes, lock-outs, accidents at mills, 
warehouses, railways, canals and the like, or any 
cause beyond human control, the buyers agree to 
take the goods with the extension required with- 
out allowance if such extension does not exceed 
one month. Should a longer extension than one 
month be necessary the buyer shall have the option 
of cancelling or accepting the delayed portion of 
their contract without an allowance in either case. 


(6) The certificate of the Bradford or Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce or other representative 
Trade Corporation, or in the case of Continental 
goods a Magistrate’s Certificate showing the cause 
of the delav in shipping from any of the above 
causes, shall be posted as evidence by the seller 
to the buyer within 28 days of the date of the ship- 
ment of the relative goods. 


(c) The sellers shall not be held responsible for 
damages on account of non-shipment, or non- 
delivery arising from force majeure, or from bank- 
ruptcy or failure of manufacturers or suppliers, or 
for non-arrival from perils of the sea, or quaran- 
tine, or stoppage in the Suez Canal or Manchester 
Ship Canal. 


As the execution of contracts is often interrupted by 
delays in forwarding instructions for designs, colours, 
make-up, tickets, etc., it must be understood that com- 
plete and workable instructions relating to a contract 
shall be forwarded by the buyers to the sellers not later 
than 14 days after its acceptance, and shall duly reach 
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the sellers, otherwise the sellers shall not be liable for 
any consequences of delay in shipment, which can be 
shown to be caused by the late arrival of such 
instructions. 


6. Where more than one shipment is stipulated for in an 
order, each shipment is to be regarded as a separate 
contract, and the non-shipment or cancellation of any 
one or more lots does not vitiate the contracts as regards 
the other lots which are shipped in time. 


7. Bill of Lading date, Carriers’ Receipt, or Manchester 
Ship Canal Company’s certificate shall be conclusive 
evidence of date of shipment. 


8. Any claim or dispute respecting a contract shall be made 
within 30 days of the arrival of the relative goods, and 
where amicable arrangements cannot be arrived at the 
claim or dispute shall be referred to arbitration in 
accordance with the usual market custom and as 
authorised by the British Chamber of Commerce. Before 
such arbitration is held the sellers shall have the oppor- 
tunity of submitting the written statement of their case 
to the Arbitrator.. Every Award shall be accompanied 
by survey samples sealed by the Arbitrator, which shall 
be forwarded to the sellers. The buyers and sellers 
agree to abide by the Award in such arbitration. 


9, The conditions of contract hereinbefore cited may be 
reviewed on and after the termination of 12 months 
from 1st August, 1922, on three months’ notice being 
given by the Bradford and/or Manchester Chambers of 
Commerce to the British Chamber of Commerce, 
Shanghai, or vice versa.

BOMBAY FREIGHT RATES. 


Agreement entered into between the Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce and the Bombay Steam Trade 
Conference. 


1. The following Agreement is arrived at this 3lst day of 
October, 1922, between the Bradford Chamber of 
Commerce on the one hand, as representing its members, 
as per attached list, who are shippers to India, and the 
undersigned shipowners, comprising the Bombay Steam 
Trade Conference on the other hand. 


2. The shippers bind themselves as hitherto to ship all 
piece goods and/or yarns to Bombay from Manchester, 
Liverpool, Birkenhead, or Glasgow, during a period of 
five years from the Ree: of this Agreement by steamers 
of the above-named lines. 


3. The Conference undertakes to provide sufficient steamers 
classed Al in Lloyd’s register, or B.S. in the Register 
of the British Corporation, and frequent and regular 
sailings and facilities during each month as hitherto 
from Glasgow, Liverpool, Birkenhead, and Manchester. 
Should any circumstances whatever prevent steamers 
from loading at Manchester, such goods will be received 
at Manchester and conveyed to Birkenhead at the ship- 
owners’ expense, but at the shippers’ risk.

Should any doubt, or difference, or dispute arise between - 
the parties to this Agreement, under this clause, the 
matter shall be mutually referred to one Arbitrator 
agreed to by both sides whose decision shall be final and 
binding on both parties. 


6. Either party to this Agreement is at liberty to approach 
the other at any time, and on any matter that may arise 
affecting its interests. 


7. The shipowners shall be at liberty to suspend their 
obligations under this Contract in the event of any 
declaration of war breaking out between two or more 
first-class Powers, or in the event of any revolution, 
riot, civil commotion, strikes, lock-out, requisition of 
ships, or labour disputes, rendering it impracticable for 
them to carry out the said obligation. 


APPENDIX No. 3. 
ARBITRATION RULES, 


1. Where an Agreement between Parties provides, or an 
order of any competent Court of Law directs, that a dispute 
shall be referred to arbitration under the Arbitration Rules of 
the Bradford Chamber of Commerce—explicitly or in equivalent 
terms then and in each case upon delivery to the Secretary of 
the Chamber or his Deputy, of such Agreement or Order, 
together with a written statement in quadruplicate from each 
Party of the questions at issue, the dispute thereby referred 
(unless the Arbitration Committee of the Chamber decide not to 
take cognizance thereof) shall be arbitrated upon and settled by 
one or more Arbitrators appointed by the Arbitration Committee 
in manner, upon the terms, and subject to the conditions herein- 
after mentioned. 
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2. The Arbitration Committee shall consist of the President 
of the Chamber, the two Vice-Presidents, the Past Presidents, 
the Honorary Treasurer, the Honorary Auditor, and the Chair- 
man ot each Standing Committee and Trade Section. The 
President shall be Chairman of the Committee. All powers 
conferred by these Rules on the Committee in connection with 
the appointment of Arbitrators may be exercised by the Com- 
mittee in meeting, or by writing under the hand of any two or 
more of them. 


3. The Committee may appoint one or more Arbitrators as 
they may in each case consider desirable. 


4. Should more than two Arbitrators be appointed, the 
award of the majority of them shall be final and binding. 
Should the Arbitrators or a majority of them fail to agree, they 
shall appoint an Umpire, or, if unable to agree upon an Umpire, 
the Arbitration Committee shall appoint one whose Award shall 
be final and binding. 


5. Should an appointed Umpire or any appointed Arbitrator 
or Arbitrators die, or decline to act, or be incapable of or dis- 
qualified from acting from any cause, or for seven days after 
notice from the Secretary fail to act, the Committee shall have 
power to appoint a new Umpire or Arbitrator or new Arbitrators 
in his or their stead. 


6. The Arbitrator, Arbitrators, or Umpire shall be at liberty 
to proceed in the absence of any party who, after reasonable 
notice, shall at any time neglect or refuse to attend on the 
reference. 


7. Any notice to be given by the Secretary shall be deemed 
to have been given to and received in the ordinary course of 
post by the Party to whom it is addressed if sent by registered 
post to the address given in the Agreement of Reference or to 
the last known address. 


8 The Arbitrator, Arbitrators, Umpire, or the Secretary, 
may at the cost of the disputants take or obtain legal or other 
advice or assistance in reference to the dispute referred, but no 
professional man shall be allowed to appear for either disputant 
(excepting to give evidence) without the consent of the Arbi- 
trator, Arbitrators, or Umpire, as the case may be. 
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9. The Arbitrator, Arbitrators, or Umpire may adopt such 
procedure or methods and admit such evidence as he or they 
may think fit for the purposes of arriving at a correct desicion. 
It shall be in the absolute discretion of the Arbitrator, Arbi- 
trators or Umpire to decide whether the subject matter of a 
dispute can best be dealt with by receiving the written state- 
ments of the parties thereto, together with such other documents 
as they may desire to lay before the Tribunal, or whether the 
evidence of witnesses shall be heard upon any matter submitted. 
If he or they decide to hear such evidence he or they may in his 
or their absolute discretion hear it in the absence of the other 
party to the dispute and in the absence of the witnesses of such 
other party. Save, as aforesaid, and so far as they are not 
inconsistent with these Rules, the provisions of the Arbitration 
Act, 1889, shall apply to References hereunder. 


10. The reference shall continue notwithstanding the death 
or bankruptcy of any party thereto, and the Award shall be as 
Party so dying or becoming bankrupt, and his personal repre- 
valid as if made in the lifetime or during the solvency of the 
sentatives shall be parties to the reference. 


11. At least one of the disputants shall be a member of the 
Chamber. 


12. A minimum fee of Three Pounds and Three Shillings, 
together with all expenses and disbursements incurred by every 
Arbitrator or Umipre, or by the Secretary, in each case shall be 
paid to the Secretary by the party taking up the Award at the 
time when the same is taken up, but the Arbitration Committee 
or any Sub-Committee appointed for that purpose, may, in any 
case, increase the fees to such an amount as they shall, in their 
absolute and uncontrolled discretion, think reasonable. Each 
party to an Arbitration to which these Rules shall apply shall be 
deemed to have contracted with the Secretary for the payment to 
him on demand of all fees, charges, and disbursements, which 
shall become payable under these Rules, or which shall be 
incurred or allowed to any Arbitrator or Umpire or which shall 
be incurred by the Arbitration Committee or Secretary in any 
Arbitration. 


13. Disputes respecting Cracked Ends in Bright Goods may 
be referred for settlement to an Arbitration Sub-Committee con- 
sisting of two manufacturers and two dyers, each of whom shall 
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be entitled to charge a fee of 10s. 6d. for each hour he is 
engaged, in addition to the fee and charges specified in Rule 12. 


14. The Award of the Arbitrator, Arbitrators, or Umpire, 
as the case may be, shall be final and binding on the disputants 
and the persons claiming under them respectively. No Party to 
a reference under these Rules shall bring any action or com- 
mence or prosecute any proceeding, either at law or in equity, 
against an Arbitrator or Umpire or any of them, or against any 
other Party to the reference, concerning the matters referred or 
any of them. 


15. The Secretary shall take charge of all papers lodged 
with him and shall produce the same before the Arbitrators. 
He shall also register the Award in the Arbitration Minute Book. 


16. It is desirable that Arbitrations under these Rules 
should take place at the offices of the Chamber ; this, however, 
is at the discretion of the Arbitrator, Arbitrators, or Umpire. 


APPENDIX No. 4. 


SUGGESTIONS, FOR -THE GUIDANCE OF 
ARBITRATORS. 


1. The Arbitrator should carefully read through and make 
himself thoroughly acquainted with the Agreement of Reference, 
the difference he has to Arbitrate upon, the powers and duties 
conferred on him and any limitations to which he may be subject. 


2. The Arbitrator’s power to act is derived from the 
Agreement, he must therefore confine himself to the difference 
set out in the Agreement and observe and perform all the 
conditions thereon. He has no power to amend the Agreement. 


3. The Arbitrator should regard himself as a Judge and 
should act with a judicial impartiality and freedom from bias.

4: 
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Subject to the terms of the Agreement and to the rules 


and requirements of the Chamber of Commerce incorporated 
therein, the following instructions should be acted upon in cases 
where a formal hearing is necessary :—

(e) 


The Arbitrator should appoint a day for the hearing 
and, in appointing such day, the reasonable conve- 
nience of the parties should be consulted. 


At the hearing, the party to begin should make a short 
statement of his case and call his witnesses, who may 
be cross-examined by the other party. The other 
party should then make a short statement of his case 
and call his witnesses, who may also be cross- 
examined. This party then replies on the whole of 
the case and the party beginning has a general reply. 


Both parties should have the amplest opportunities of 
elucidating and establishing their claims and no | 
restriction should be placed upon either party so as to 
prejudice his interests. 


The Arbitrator should hear both sides and take evidence 
in the presence of both parties whenever possible. If 
one party refuses to attend, without reasonable 
excuse, or with the intention to defeat the arbitration, 
the Arbitrator may proceed in his absence, but should 
first give him written notice of his intention to do so. 


The Arbitrator can amend any written statement of 
either party, or permit them to do so, to enable all 
agreed points in dispute to be raised before him and 
dealt with. 


The Arbitrator may have written notes taken of the 
evidence and, when the evidence is closed, , inform 
both parties that he considers the case closed and that 
he will proceed to make his Award. 


The Arbitrator may obtain professional advice on the 
admissibility of evidence and on a point of law.

MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION. 


l. The name of the Association is “THrE BRADFORD CHAMBER 


oF COMMERCE (INCORPORATED).” 


2. The Registered Office of the Association will be situate in 
England. 


3. The objects for which the Association is established are to 
do all or any of the following things so far as allowed by law :— 


(a) To take over the assets and liabilities of the unincorporated 


Bradford Chamber of Commerce. 


(6) To promote and protect the trade, commerce, and manu- 
factures of Bradford aad district, and the Home. Colonial, 
and foreign trades of the United Kingdom. 


(c) To initiate, promote, support, or oppose legislative or other 
measures affecting the aforesaid interests. 


(d) To represent, express, and give effect to the opinions of the 


Association on commercial questions. 


(e) To collect and disseminate statistical and other information 


relating to trade, commerce, and manufactures. 


(f) To undertake by arbitration or otherwise the settlement of 
disputes arising out of commercial transactions. 


( ) Generally to do all such other lawful things as may be con- 
ducive to the extension of trade, commerce, or manufactures, 
or incidental to the attainment of the above objects. 
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Provided that the Association being instituted solely for com- 
mercial objects, and comprising amongst its members persons of all 
political opinions, all questions of party politics, general or local, shall 
be excluded from discussion, and no member shall be allowed at any 
meeting to call in question the conduct of any other member in refer- 
ence to the exercise of his political privileges. Provided always that 
it shall not be lawful for the Association to impose on its members or 
support with its funds any regulation which, or the enforcing of which, 
if an object of the Association, would make it a Trade Union, nor shall 
the Association support or amalgamate with any Trade Union. 


4, The income and property of the Association, whencesoever 
derived, shall be applied solely towards the promotion of the objects 
of the Association, as set forth in the Memorandum of Association, 
and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred, directly or 
indirectly, by way of dividend, bonus, or otherwise howsoever, by 
way of profit to the Members of the Association, provided that nothing 
herein contained shall prevent the payment in good faith of remunera- 
tion to any officers or servants of the Association, or, subject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained, other person, in return for any 
services actually rendered to the Association. 


5. The fourth paragraph of this memorandum is a condition on 
which a license is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association, 
in pursuance of Section 23 of the “‘Companies Act, 1867.” If any 
member of the Association pays or receives any dividend, bonus, or 
other profit in contravention of the terms of the fourth paragraph of 
this memorandum, his liability shall be unlimited. Provided further 
that no member of the Council of Management or governing body of 
the Association shall be appointed to any salaried office or any office 
paid by fees, and that no remuneration shall be given to any member 
of such Council or governing body except repayment of out-of-pocket 
expenses and interest on money lent. If any payment shall be made 
to any member in contravention of the provisions of this section the 
liability shall be unlimited of any member who shall receive or make 
such payment after he has been advised in writing that it is unauthorised. 
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6. Every member of the Association undertakes to contribute 
to the assets of the Association in the event of the same being wound 
up during the time he is a member or within one year afterwards, for 
payment of the debts and liabilities of the Association contracted 
before the time at which he ceases to be a member, and of the costs, 
charges, and expenses of winding up the same, and for the adjust- 
ment of the rights of the contributories amongst themselves, such 
amount as may be required not exceeding £1, or in case of his liability 
becoming unlimited, such other amount as may be required in pursu- 
ance of the last preceding paragraph of this Memorandum. 


7. If, upon the winding up or dissolution of the Association, 
there remains after the satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities any 
property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to, or distributed 
among the members of the Association, but if and so far as effect can 
be given to the next provision shall be given or transferred to some 
other institution or institutions having objects similar to the objects 
of the Association, to be determined by the members of the Association 
at or before the time of dissolution, or in default thereof by such Judge 
of the High Court of Justice as may have or acquire jurisdiction in the 
matter, and if and so far as effect cannot be given to such provision, 


then to some charitable object. 


8. True accounts shall be kept of the sums of money received 
and expended by the Association, and the matter in respect of which 
such receipt and expenditure takes place, and of the property, credits, 
and liabilities of the Association; and subject to any reasonable 
restrictions as to the time and manner of inspecting the same that 
may be imposed in accordance with the regulations of the Association 
for the time being, shall be open to the inspection of the members. 
Once at least in every year the accounts of the Association shall be 
examined, and the correctness of the balance sheet ascertained by one 


or more properly qualified Auditor or Auditors.

ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION. 


1. For the purpose of registration the number of members ot 


the Chamber is declared not to exceed 500. 


2. The Council hereinafter mentioned may, whenever the pur- 
' poses of the Chamber require it, register an increase of members. 


3. These Articles shall be construed with reference to the pro- 
visions of the Companies Acts, 1862 to 1893, so far as they are con- 
sistent therewith, ‘and terms used in these Articles shall be taken as 
having the same respective meanings as they have where used in 
those Acts. 


4. The Association is established for the purposes expressed in 
the Memorandum of Association, and is herein referred to as “ the 
Chamber.” 


MEMBERSHIP. 


5. The following shall be members of the Chamber :— 


(1) All the present members of the unincorporated Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce who, within twelve calendar months 
after the registration of the Memorandum of Association, 
shall signify to the Council or Secretary of the Chamber 


their consent to be members. 


(2) All such persons interested in the various branches of the 
trade of Bradford and its neighbourhood as shall pay one 
of the subscriptions hereinafter mentioned, and consent in 
writing to be members, and shall be admitted as members 


by the Council. 
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SUBSCRIPTIONS AND VOTES. 


6. The Annual Subscription for each member shall be not less 
than One Guinea, to be paid in advance on the Ist day of January 


in each year. 


7. The number of votes to which members shall be entitled shall 
be as follows :—Subscribers of One Guinea annually, one vote; Two 
Guineas annually, two votes; Three Guineas and upwards annually, 
three votes; a Life Member, one vote. | 


8. In the case of Firm or Company members, all the Partners 
in the firm, or all the Directors of the Company, may attend the 
meetings of the Chamber, but only one such Partner or Director shall 
vote under Rule 7, as representing the Firm or Company member. 


9. The authorised agents of members not resident in Bradford 


may vote in the names of their principals. 


10. No member whose subscription is one month or more in 


arrear shall be entitled to vote. 


ll. No person, except the persons who sign the Memorandum 
of Association and members of the unincorporated Bradford Chamber 
of Commerce, shall be entitled to vote or to exercise any privilege of 
membership until he shall have been a member of the Chamber for at 


least three months. : 


LIFE MEMBERSHIP. 


12. Any individual member may, on payment of the sum of 
Ten Guineas at one time, become a Life Member. A Life Member 
shall be exempt from any further subscriptions, but shall neverthe- 
less have all the privileges and advantages of an annual subscriber. 
Firms cannot be Life Members. 


13. 
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EXECUTIVE. 


The business of the Chamber shall be managed by a Board 


of Directors (hereinafter referred to as the Council), to be styled. “‘ The 
Council of the Bradford Chamber of Commerce.’”’ The Council shall 
be composed of elected members and ex-officio members as follows :— 


(a) There shall be thirty elected members chosen out of the general 


body of members of the Chamber as hereinafter provided. 


(b) The ex-officio members shall be the Members of Parliament

for the Borough of Bradford and the Mayor of Bradford 
for the time being, or such of them as shall consent to act, 
and the Chairman of each Trade Section formed in connec- 
tion with the Chamber. The Council may also elect as 
ex-officio members the President or Chairman for the time 
being (or a duly appointed representative) of any other 
mercantile, legal, or industrial association established in the 
City or District.

15. At each Annual General Meeting after that in 1899 the ten 
elective members of Council who have been longest in office shall retire.

16. The election of members of Council shall be conducted as 
follows :— 


(a) At least fourteen ‘days before the Annual General Meeting a 
list shall be opened at the Secretary’s office for members of 
the Chamber to nominate gentlemen (being members of the 
Chamber) for election as members of Council; such list 
shall be closed at least seven days before the date of such 
Annual Meeting... No member shall propose more than 
three candidates, and it shall not be lawful for partners in a 
firm to nominate each other, or to be nominated simul- 
taneously. 
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(b) In the event of the number of persons so nominated exceeding 
the number of vacancies, then a voting paper, containing a 
list of the names of the persons nominated, shall be sent 
by the Secretary to each member of the Chamber, as early 
as practicable. Such voting paper shall be returned to the 
Secretary, signed by the voter, before the time fixed for such 
Annual Meeting. Each member may vote for any ten of the 
persons so nominated, but shall not give more than one vote 
to each person voted for. 


(c) The Annual General Meeting shall appoint two members to 
count the votes, and the ten candidates who shall be found 
to have received the greatest number of votes shall be 
declared elected. In case of equality the Chairman of the 
meeting shall give a casting vote. 


(d) If there are fewer candidates nominated than there are 
vacancies, or if the number nominated shall equal the 
number of vacancies, the candidates shall be deemed to be 
duly elected. The remaining vacancies (if any) shall be 
filled up by the members present at such Annual Meeting 
from amongst the members of the Chamber, without any 
previous nomination. 


17. Should an elected member of Council not have attended 
three Council Meetings during the year, he shall, ipso facto, retire, but 
shall be eligible for re-election. Any vacancy so caused, and also any 
vacancy caused by the death or resignation of a member of Council, 
shall be filled up by the Council within three months of the vacancy 
occurring. The member of Council elected in accordance with this 
clause to fill a vacancy caused by retirement, death, or resignation, 
shall hold office for the unexpired portion of the term for which the 
member of Council so retiring, dying, or resigning, was originally 
elected. The Council shall have full power to act, notwithstanding 
that any vacancy shall not have been filled up. 
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COUNCIL. 


18. The Council shall at its first meeting after the Annual 
General Meeting in 1898 and each year following elect out of its own 
body a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and an Auditor 
for the ensuing year. The following shall fill these offices until the 
first meeting of Council after the Annual General Meeting in 1898, 
namely :—President, Henry Sutcliffe ; Vice-Presidents, G. Hoffmann, 
W. A. Whitehead; Treasurer, James Gordon; Auditor, Duncan 
G. Law. 


19. The Council shall meet at least once in every alternate 
month, and shall be summoned by circular from the Secretary. 


20. Special Meetings of the Council may be convened by the 
President, the two Vice-Presidents, or three members of Couacil, notice 
of such meetings, stating the objects thereof, being given at least two 
days previously by the Secretary. 


21. No business of which notice has not been duly given in the 
circular convening the meeting shall be transacted at any meeting of 
the Council, except by consent of the President. 


22. All meetings of the Council shall be presided over by the 
President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or one of the elected members 
of Council, and the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. The 
Council may determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of 
business. Until otherwise determined, three members of Council 
shall be a quorum. , 


23. The Council shall appoint such Committees as it may deem 
necessary, with power for such Committees to association with them 
for any special purpose any other person or persons, with full power 
to act and vote on such Committees. Each Committee shall appoint 
a Chairman, who may at any time convene a meeting of his Committee, 
and shall do so on the requisition of three of its members. The Council 
may from time to time dissolve or re-appoint any such Committee. 
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24. The Council shall acquire and take over the assets of the 
existing Bradford Chamber of Commerce and discharge the liabilities 
of that body, and shall have power to take offices for the use of the 
Chamber, and to appoint a Secretary, and such other officers as may 
be found necessary for the due conduct of the business of the Chamber, 
with annual salaries and other remuneration, to engage professional 
assistance, and to remunerate all persons employed by them; and, 
subject to the provisions of these Articles, to appoint their own meetings 
and regulate their own proceedings, to manage and superintend the 
affairs of the Chamber, and act in the name of the Chamber, and gener- 
ally to execute all powers and functions of the Chamber not hereby 
conferred upon General Meetings of the Chamber. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CHAMBER. 


25. The first General Meeting of the Chamber shall be held 
within four calendar months of the registration of the Memorandum 
of Association in accordance with Section 39 of the Companies Act of 
1867. An Annual Meeting of the members of the Chamber shall be 
held in the month of January. Three members personally present 
shall be a quorum at the Annual Meeting. 


26. Notice of the Annual Meeting shall be given by circular to 
each member. 


27. At or previous to each Annual Meeting the Council shall 
deliver to the members a report of its transactions, and shall produce 
the Treasurer’s audited account of receipts and disbursements for 
the preceding year. 


SPECIAL MEETINGS OF THE CHAMBER. 


28. Special meetings of the members of the Chamber shall be 
convened by the Secretary at the request of the President or the 
Council, or on the requisition of six members of Council or of twenty 
members of the Chamber; the requisition and the notice shall state 
the objects for which the meeting is called, and no other business shall 
be entertained. 
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29. Two days’ notice at least shall be given of all such meetings 
by a circular addressed to each member. Fifteen members personally 


present shall be a quorum at a Special Meeting. 


30. Questions shall be determined by a majority of the members 
present and voting (in person or by their authorised agents in accord- 
ance with Clause 9) unless a poll of the Chamber be demanded by 
one-fourth of those present. In the latter case a voting paper shall 
be sent to each member, and the final decision of the Chamber taken 


accordingly. 


31. No resolution of an Annual Meeting or of a special meeting 
of the Chamber shall be rescinded except by a special meeting con- 


vened for that purpose. 


32. Each meeting of the Chamber shall be presided over by the 
President, or, in his absence, by a Vice-President or one of the mem- 
bers of Council, and in their absence the meeting shall elect a Chairman. 
The Chairman presiding at any meeting shall have an original and also 
a casting vote. 


TRADE SECTIONS. 


33. Any number of members of the Chamber who may desire to 
associate themselves together in a Trade Section, with the view of 
representing more effectually the interests of any particular trade or 
branch of trade, may address the Council to that effect, and the Council 
thereupon may authorise the formation of such Trade Section. 


34. <A register shall be kept by the Secretary of the Chamber 
of the names of the members enrolled from time to time in the various 
Sections. 


35. The President and Treasurer of the Chamber shall be 
ex-officco members of every Trade Section. 


36. Members of the Chamber desiring to be admitted members 
of a Trade Section already formed may be enrolled by resolution of 
that Section on the proposition of two members thereof, subject to 
confirmation by the Council. 
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37. Each Trade Section may elect a Committee from amongst 
its own members, to transact business on behalf of such Trade Section. 


38. Each Trade Section shall annually elect a Chairman and 
may also elect a Deputy-Chairman, and may fill vp any vacancy that 
may arice from time to time in the office of Chairman or Deputy- 
Chairiuan. 


39. The Chairman of each Trade Section shall be ex-officio a 
member of the Council. 


40. The Chairman, Deputy-Chairman, or four ordinary members 
of any Trade Section shall be entitled to call a meeting of the members 
of that Section on signifying such desire to the Secretary. 


41. Every Trade Section shall keep minutes of its proceedings ; 
such minutes shall be presented for approval or otherwise of the Council 


at its ordinary meetings. 


42. The Chairman or other duly appointed representative of any 
Trade Section shall be entitled to bring any matter relating to the 
Trade of that Section under the special attention of the Council in 
the first instance, and afterwards of the Chamber at a General Meeting, 
should the Council consider it desirable. 


43. If the Chairman or appointed representative of a Trade 
Section shall intimate in writing to the Secretary of the Chamber, or 
verbally at a meeting of the Council, his desire that the Council shall 
postpone coming to a final decision upon a question affecting the 
interests of his Section, then the Council shall defer further discussion 
and decision on such question until after the expiration of at least 
fourteen days from such notice of objection, and during such fourteen 
days the Section or Sectional Committee shall meet and consider the 
matter in question with a view to the Chairman or appointed repre- 
sentative subsequently submitting to the Council its opinions upon 
the points of difference. 
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44. No resolution of any Section or Sectional Committee shall 
have force as binding the Chamber until confirmed by the Council or 
by the Chamber. 


45. The Secretary of the Chamber shall act as Secretary of each 
Trade Section and its Committees, unless the members of any section 
prefer to appoint an Honorary Secretary from amongst their own 
members. In the latter case the Secretary of the Chamber shall be 
an ex-officio member ot such Section and its Committees. 


46. The Council may levy a contribution upon each of the 
ordinary members of any Trade Section to cover any extra expenses 
incurred by that Section. 


BYE-LAWS. 


47. The Council shall have power from time to time to make 
such Bye-Laws as they may judge necessary for carrying on the 
business of the Chamber, or of any Trade Section, and may alter or 
revoke such Bye-Laws from time to time. Any Director wishing to 
propose an addition to, or aiteration in, or revocation of any such 
Bye-Laws, shall give seven days’ previous notice thereof, in writing, 
to the Secretary, who shall give at least two days’ notice to the Council 
of such proposition, and no Bye-Law shall be made, altered, or revoked 
without such notice. Provided that without a special resolution no 
Bye-Law shall be made which would amount to such an alteration of 
or addition to the Articles as could only legally be made by a special 
resolution. 


DISCUSSIONS. 


% 48. Any member of the Chamber, on giving two days’ notice to 
the Secretary, may attend any ordinary meeting of the Council, with 
liberty to speak (but not to vote) on any subject under discussion. Such 
meniber may also introduce a subject for discussion, provided that a 
week’s notice thereof has been given to the Secretary, in writing, and 
that the President approve of the subject being introduced. 
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RECORDS. 


49. A correct record of the proceedings of the Chamber and of 
the Council and its Committees and Trade Sections shall be kept in 
suitable books, which, together with all documents, commercial statis- 
tics, and other information, shall be open to the inspection of the 


members of the Chamber at all convenient times. 


ARBITRATION. 


50. The Chamber shall have power to undertake, through its 
Council or a Committee appointed for the purpose, the settlement of 
disputes arising out of commercial transactions, by appointment of 
Arbitrators or otherwise, under such regulations as the Council shall 
from time to time determine. 


BOARDS OF CONCILIATION. 


51. The Council shall be empowered to associate with any other 
public body or bodies for the purpose of establishing and conducting, 
under such Rules as may be mutually agreed upon, a Board or Boards 
of Conciliation and or Arbitration, for the adjustment of labour dis- 
putes arising in Bradford and the district within such distance of 
Bradford as the Council may think fit. 


ACCOUNTS. 


52. The Treasurer shall make up his accounts to the 31st 
‘December in each year; such accounts shall be audited by the auditor 
appointed in accordance with these Articles, and printed, and a copy 
thereof delivered to the members at, or previous to, the Annual 
Meeting. 


LIST OF MEMBERS. 


53. The Secretary shall keep a correct list of the members of 
the Chamber; such list shall be open to the members’ inspection at 
any convenient time.

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54. A notice may be served by the Company upon any member 


either personally or by sending it by prepaid post addressed to such 


member at his registered place of business or abode. 


55. Any notice if served by post shall be deemed to have been 
served at the time when the same would be delivered in the ordinary 
course of the post; and in proving such service it shall be sufficient 


to prove that the notice was properly addressed and put into the post 


office.
